Summary of the Antient Charges and 
Regulations to be read, by the Grand 
Secretaryy (or acting Secretary^) to the 
Master-Elect, prior to his Installation 
into the Chair qf the Lodge. 



1. You agree to be a good Man and trae, and strictly to 
obej the Moral Law. 

2. You are to be a peaceable Subject, and cbeerfnlly to 
conform to the Laws of the Country in wbich you reside. 

3. You promise not to be concemed in Plots or Conspiracies 
against Government^ but patiently to submit to tbe decisione of 
the Sapreme LegisUiture. 

4. You agree to pay a proper respect to the Civil Magis- 
tratey to work dilígentlyy live creditably, and act honourably 
by ali Men. 

5. You agree to hold in veneration the original Rulers and 
Patrona of the Order of Free-Masonry, and their regular 
Snccessors, supremo and subordinate, according to their Sta- 
tions ; and to submit to the Awards and Resolutiona of your 
Brethren in general Lodge convened, in every Case consistent 
with the Constítutions of the Order. 

6. You agree to avoid privato piques and quarreis, and to 
guard against intemperance and excess. 

7. You agree to be cautious in your carriage and beha- 
TÍom-y courteotts to your Bretiuren and faitbfnl to your Lodge. 

8. You promise to reepect genuine and true Brethren, and 
to disGOuntonance Impestors and aU Dissenters from the original 
Plan of Free-Masonry. 

9. You agree to promote the general good of Society, to' 
cultivate the Social Virtues, and to propagate the knowledge

of the Mystic Art as far as your influence and abílity can 
extend. 

10. You promíse to pay homage to the Grand Master for 
the time being, and to his Officers when duly installed, and 
strictly to conform to every Edict of the Grand Lodge. 

11. You admít that it is not in the power of any Man or 
Body of Men to make innovation in the Body of Masonry. 

12. You promise a regalar attendance on the Communi- 
cations and Committees of the Grand Lodge, upon receiving 
proper Notice thereof ; and to pay attention to ali the Duties 
of Free- Masonry upon proper and convenient occasions. 

13. You admít that no new Lodge can be formed without 
permission of the Grand Master or his Deputy, and that no 
countenance ought to be given to any irregular Lodge, or to 
any Person initiated thereín ; and that no public processions 
of Masons clothed wíth the Badges of the Order can take 
place without the special License of the Grand Master or his 
Deputy. 

14. You admit that no Person can reg^Iarly be made a 
Free-Mason or admitted a Member of any Lodge without pre- 
vious Notice and due inquiry into his Character; and that no 
Brother can be advanced to a higher Degree except in strict 
conformity with the Laws of the Grand Lodge. 

15. You promise that no Visitor shall be received into your 
Lodge without due examination, and producing proper Vouchers 
of his having been initiated in a regular Lodge. 



At the conclusion the Grand Master or Installing Officer 
addresses the Master-Elect, as folio ws : — *^ Do you submit to 
** and promise to support these Charges and Regulations as 
** Masters have done in ali Ages." Upon his answering in 
the Affirmative the Ceremony of Installation proceeds.

l.—Concerning GOD and RELIGION. 

A MASON is obliged, by bis tenure, to obey 
lhe moral law ; and if be rigbtly understand tbe 
art be will never be a stupid atbeist nor an írre- 
ligious libertíne. He, of ali men, sbould best 
understand tbat GOD seetb not as man seetb ; 
for man looketb at tbe outward appearance, but 
GOD looketb to tbe beart. A mason is, tbere- 
fore, particularly bound never to act against tbe 
dictates of bis conscience. Let a man's religion 
or mode of worsbip be wbat it may, be is not 
excluded from tbe order, provided be believe in 
tbe glorious arcbitect of beaven and eartb, and 
practise tbe sacred dutíes of morality. Masons 
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4 ANTIENT CHARGES. 

uníte with the virtuous of every persuasion in 
the firm and pleasing bond of fraternal love; 
they are taught to view the errors of mankínd 
with compassion, and to strive, by the purity of 
their own conduct, to demonstrate the superior 
excellence of the faith they may profess. Thus 
masonry is the centre of union between good 
men and true, and the happy means of conci- 
liating friendship amongst those who must other- 
wise have remained at a perpetuai distance. 



II.— O/Me CIVIL MAGISTRATE,SUPREME 

and SUBORDINATE. 

A MASON is a peaceable subject to the civil 
powers wherever he resides or works, and is 
never to be concerned in plots and conspiracies 
against the peace and welfare of the nation, nor 
to behave himself undutifuUy to inferior magis- 
trates. He is cheerfuUy to conform to every 
lawful authority ; to uphold, on every occasion, 
the interest of the community, and zealously 
promote the prospérity of his own country. 
Masonry has ever flourished in times of peace 
and been always injured by war, bloodshed, and 
confusion ; so that kings and princes, in every 
age, have been much disposed to encourage the 
craftsmen on account of their peaceableness and 
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loyalty, whereby they practícally answer the 
cavils of their adversarias and promote the ho- 
nour of the fraternity. Craftsmen are bound by 
peculiar ties to promote peace, cultivate har- 
mony, and live in concord and brotherly love. 



m.—Of LODGES. 

A L0DG£ is a place where free-masons assem- 
ble to work and to instruct and improve them- 
selves in the mysteries of their antient science. 
In an extended sense it applies to persons as 
well as to place ; hence every regular assembly 
or duly organized meeting of masons is called a 
lodge. Every brother ought to belong to some 
lodge and be subject to its by-laws and the 
general regulations of the craft. A lodge may 
be either general or particular, as will be best 
understood by attending it, and there a know- 
ledge of the established usages and customs of 
the craft is alone to be acquired. From antient 
times no master or fellow could be absent from 
his lodge, especially when wamed to appear at 
it, without incurring a severe censure, unless it 
appeared to the master and wardens that puré 
necessity hindered him. 

The persons made masons or admitted mem- 
bers of a lodge must be good and true men, 
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free born, and of mature and discreet age and 
sound judgment, no bondmen, no women, no 
immoral or scandalous men, but of good report 



IV.— 0/MASTERS, WARDENS, FELLOWS, 

and APPRENTICES. 

All preferment among masons is grounded 
upon real worth and personal merit only ; that 
8o the lords may be well served, the brethren 
not put to shame, nor the royal craft despised : 
therefore no master or warden is chosen by se- 
niority, but for his merit. It is impossible to 
describe these things in writing, and therefore 
every brother mu st attend in his place, and learn 
them in a way peculiar to this fraternity. Can- 
didates may, nevertheless, know, that no master 
should take an apprentice, unless he has sufii- 
cient employment for him ; and, unless he be a 
perfect youth, having no maim or defect in his 
body, that may render him incapable of learning 
the art, of serving his master's lord, and of 
being made a brother, and then a fellow-craft in 
due time, after he has served such a term of 
years as the custom of the country directs ; and 
that he should be descended of honest parents ; 
that so, when otherwise qualified, he may arrive 
to the honoúr of being the warden, and then the 
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âiâster of the lodge, the grand wardén, atid at 
length the grand master of ali the lodges, accord- 
ing to his merit. 

No brother can be a warden until he has passed 
the part of a fellpw-craft, nor a master until he 
hás acted as a warden^ nor grand warden until 
he has been master of a lodge, nor grand master 
unless he has been a fellow-craft before his elec- 
tion, who is also to be nobly bom, or a gentle- 
man of the best fashion, or some eminent scholar, 
or some curious architect, or other artist de- 
scended of honest parents, and who is of singu^ 
larly great merit in the opinion of the lodges. 
And for the better, and easier» and more honour- 
able discharge of his oífice, the grand master 
has a power to chuse his own deputy grand 
master, who must then be, or have formerly 
been, the master of a particular lodge, and who 
has the privilege of acting whatever the grand 
master, his principal, should act, unless the said 
principal be present, or interpose his authority 
by letter. 

These rulers and governors supreme and sub- 
ordinate, of the antient lodge, are to be obeyed 
in their respective stations by ali the brethren, 
according to the old charges and regulations, 
with ali humilíty, reverence, love, and alacrity. 

N.B, — In antient times no brother ^ hotvever 
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sldlled in the crafij was calkd a master^mason 
until ke had been ekcted into the ckair of a 
lodge. 



y.—Of the MANAGEMENT of th4í CRAFT 

in WORKING. 

All masoQS shall work honestly on workíng 
days, tbat they may live creditably on holy days ; 
and the time appointed by the law of the land, 
or confiimed by custom, shall be observed. 

The most expert of the fellow-craftsmen shall 
be chosen or appointed the master, or overseer 
of the lord's work ; who is to be called master 
by those that work under him. The craflbsmen 
are to avoid all ill language, and to call each 
other by no disobliging name, but brother or 
fellow; and to behave themselves courteously 
within and without the lodge. 

The master, knowing himself to be able of 
cunning, shall undertake the ]ord's work as 
reasonably as possible, and truly dispend his 
goods as if they were his own ; nor to give more 
W2^es to any brother or apprentice than he really 
may deserve. 

Both the master and the masons receiving their 
wages, justly, shall be faithful to the lord, and 
honestly finish their work, whether task. or 
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joumey ; nor put the work to task tbat bath been 
accustomed to joumey. 

None shall discover envy at the prosperity of a 
brother, nor supplant him, or put him out of his 
work, if he be capable to íinisb tbe same ; for no 
man can finisb anotber*s work so much to tbe lord's 
profit, unless be be tboroughly acquainted witb 
tbe designs and draugbts of bim tbat began it. 

When a fellow-craftsman is cbosen warden of 
tbe work under the master, he shall be true both 
to master and fellows, shall carefuUy oversee tbe 
work in the master*s absence, to the lord's proíit; 
and his brethren shall obey bim. 

Ali masons employed shall meekly receive their 
wages, without murmuring or mutiny, and not 
desert the master till the work be íinislied. 

A younger brother shall be instructed in work- 
ing, to prevent spoiling the materiais for want of 
judgment, and for increasing and continuing of 
brotberly love. 

AU the tools used in working shall be approved 
by the grand lodge. 

No labourer shall be employed in tbe proper 
work of masonry ; nor shall free^ma^ons work 
witb those tbat are not freç, without an urgaot 
necessity ; nor shall they teach labourers anfl 
unaccepted masons, as they should teach a 
brother or fellow. 
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VL— 0/ BEHAVIOUR, viz. 

1. — XN THE LODOB) WHIL£ CONSTItUTED. 

You are not to hold private committees, or 
separate conyersation> withoat leave from thô 
master, nor to talk of any thing ímpertíneatly or 
tLúseetnly, nor interrupt the master or wardens» 
or any brother speaking to the master : nor bebave 
yourself ludicrously or jestingly while the lodge 
is engaged in what is serious and solemn ; nor 
use any unbecoming language upon any pretence 
whatsoever ; but to pay due reverence to you? 
master, wardens, and fellows» and put them to 
worship. 

If any cotnplaint be brought, the brother 
found guilty shall stand to the award and deter- 
mination of the lodge, who are the proper and 
competent judges of ali such controverbies, 
(unless you carry them by appeal to the gfand 
lodge,) and to whom they ought to be referred, 
unless a Iord's work be hindered the mean while, 
in which case a particular reference may be 
made ; but you must never go to law about what 
concerneth masonry, without an absolute neces- 
sitv apparent to the lodge. 
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2. BEHAVIOUR AFTER THE LODOE 18 OVER, 

AND THE BRETHREN NOT GONE. 

You may enjoy yourselves with ínnocent mirth, 
treating one another according to ability^ but 
avoíding ali excess, or forcing any brother to 
eat or drink beyond bis inclinatioD, or bindering 
bim from going when bis occasions call bim, or 
doing or saying any tbing oífensive, or that may 
forbíd an easy and free conversation ; for tbat 
would blast our barmony, and defeat our lauda* 
ble purposes. Therefore no private piques or 
quarrels must be brougbt witbin tbe door of tbe 
lodge, far less any quarrels about religion, or 
nations, or state policy, we being only, as masons, 
of the universal religion above-mentioned ; we 
are also of ali nations, tongues, kindreds, and lan- 
guages, and are resolved against ali politics, as 
wbat never yet conduced to tbe welfare of tbe 
lodge, nor ever will. 



3. BEHAVIOUR WHEN BRETHREN MEET WITH- 

OUT STRANGERS, BUT NOT IN A LODOE 
FORMED. 

You are to salute one another in a courteous 
manner, as you will be instructed, calling each 
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other brother, freely giving mutual instruction as 
shall be thought expedient, without being over- 
seen or overheard, and without encroaching 
upoQ each other, or derogating from that respect 
whích is due to any brother, were he not a 
mason : for though ali masons are, as brethren, 
upon the same levei, yet masonry takes no honour 
from a man that he had before ; nay, rather it 
adds to his honour, especially if he has deserved 
well of the brotherhood, who must give honour 
to whom it is due, and avoid ill manners. 



4. — B£HAVIOUR IN PRESENCE OF STRANGERS, 

NOT MASONS. 

You shall be cautious in your words and car- 
riage, that the most penetratíng stranger shall 
not be able to discover or find out what is not 
proper to be intimated ; and sometimes you shall 
dívert a discourse, and manage it prudently for 
the honour of the worshipful fraternity. 



6. BEHAVIOUR AT HOME AND IN YOUR 

NEIGHBOURHOOD. 

You are to act as becomes a moral and wise 
man ; particularly, not to let your family, friends, 
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and neíghbours, know the concerns of the lodge, 
&c. ; but wisely to consult your own honour, 
and that of your antient brotlierhood, for reasons 
not to be mentioned here. You must abo íjon- 
sult yoiir health by not continuing together too 
late or too long from home after lodge bours are 
past ; and by avoiding of gluttony or drunkenness, 
tbat your families be not neglected or injured 
nor you disabled from working. 



6.— BEHAVIOUR TOWARDS A STRAN6E 

BROTH£R. 

You are cautiously to examine him in such a 
method as prudence shall direct you, tbat you 
may not be imposed upon by an ignorant false 
pretender, whom you are to reject with contempt 
and derision, and beware of giving him any 
hínts of knowledge. 

But if you discover him to be a true and 
genuine brother, you are to respect him accord- 
ingly ; and if he is in want you must relieve 
him if you can, or else direct him how he may 
be relieved. You must employ him some days, 
or else recommend him to be employ ed. But 
you are not charged to do beyond your ability ; 
only to prefer a poor brother that is a good man 
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and true before any other poor people ín the 
same circumstances. 

Finally, — Ali these charges you are to observe 
and also those thát shall be communicated to you 
in another way ; cultivating brotherly love, the 
foundation and cape-stone, the cement and glory, 
of this antient fraternity, avoiding ali wrangling 
and quarrelling, ali slander and backbiting, nor 
permitting others to slander any honest brother, 
but defending bis character and doing him ali 
good oíEceSy as far as is consistent with your 
honour and safety, and no farther. And íf any 
of them do you ínjury, you must apply to your 
own or bis lodge ; and from thence you may ap- 
peal to the grand lodge, at the quarterly com- 
munication, as has been the antient laudable 
conduet of our forefathers ín every nation ; never 
taking a legal course but when the case cannot 
be otherwise decided, and patiently listening to 
the honest and friendly advice of master and 
fellows, when they would prevent your going to 
law with strangers, or would excite you to put a 
speedy period to ali law-suits, that so you may 
find the affair of masonry with the more alacrity 
and success ; but with respect to brothers or fel- 
lows at law, the master and brethren should 
kindly offer their mediation, which ought to 
be thankfully submitted to by the contending 
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brethren ; and if that submission is impracticable, 
they must, however, carry on their process, or 
law-suit, without wrath and rancour, (not in the 
common way,) saying or doing nothing which 
may hinder brotherly love and good oíEces to be 
renewed and continued, that ali may see the 
benign influence of masonry, as ali true masons 
have done from the beginning of the world, and 
will do to the end of time.

THE publíc interests of the fratemity are ma- 
naged by a general representation of ali private 
lodges on record, together with the grand ste- 
wards of the year and the present and past grand 
oíHcers, and the grand master at their head. 
This collective body is styled THE UNITED 
GRAND LODGE OF ANTIENT FREE AND 
ACCEPTED MASONS OF ENGLAND, and 
its members rank in the foUowing order : 
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1- The Grand Master, 

2- The Pro Grand Master, 

3. Past Grand Masters, 

4. Past Pro Grand Masters, 

5. Deputy Grand Master, 

6. Past Deputy Grand Masters, 

7. Provincial Grand Masters, 

8. Past Provincial Grand Masters, 

9. Grand Wardens, 

1 Ot Past Grand Wardens, 

11. Grand Chaplains, 

12. Past Grand Chaplains, 

13. Grand Treasurer, 

14. Past Grand Treasurers, 

15. Grand Registrar, 

16. Past Grand Registrars, 

17. Grand Secretary, 

18. Past Grand Secretaries, 

19. Grand Deacons, 

20. Past Grand Deacons, 

21. Grand Superintendant of the Works, 

22. Grand Director of the Ceremonies,

The Grand Stewards of the Year, 

The Master, Past Masters, and Wardens of 

the Grand Stewards' Lodge, and of every 

other private Lodge. 
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1. Every brother regulàrly elected and in- 
stalled as master of a lodge, who has executed 
that office for one year, shall so lông as he con- 
tinues a subscribing member of any lodge, rank 
as a past master, and be a metnber of the grand 
lodge. Subscription as a member of any lodge 
is sufficient to preserve his rank and righfts as a 
past master, but after having for twelve months 
ceased to subscribe to any lodge, he shall no 
longer enjoy the rank of past master, or continue 
a member of the grand lodge. 

2. Brethren of eminence and abílity, who have 
rendered service to the craft, may, by a vote of 
the grand lodge, duly confirmed, be constituted 
members of the grand lodge, with such rank 
and distinction as may be thought proper. 

3. No member of the grand lodge shall attend 
therein without his proper jewel and clothing. 

4. Should any lodgé have neglected to make 
íts íètuíTis and payments to the grand lodge for, 
the space of one year, the master, wardens, and 
past masters of such lodge shall not be per- 
mitted to attend any meeting of the grand lodge 
until such returtis and payments shall have been 
cotnpleted. 
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5. No brother shall be pennitted to attend 
the grand lodge as master, past master, or war- 
den, until his name and appoíntment shall have 
been duly returned and transmitted to the grand 
secTetaTy's officc. See Page 68. 

6. No brother shall hold more than one office 
in the grand lodge at one and the same time. 

7. Four grand lodges shall be holden, for 
quarterly communication, in each year, viz. on 
the first Wednesday in the months of March, 
June, September, and December, at which none 
shall be present but the proper members, with- 
out permission of the grand master. No visitor 
shall speak to any question without leave of the 
grand master, nor shall he, on any occasion, be 
permitted to vote. 

8. It being essentíal to the interests of the 
craft that ali matters of business to be brought 
under the consideration of the grand lodge 
should be previonsly known to the grand officers 
and masters of lodges, that, through tbem ali 
the representativas of lodges may be apprised of 
such business, and be prepared to decide thereon, 
without being taken by surprise, a general com- 
mittee, consisting of the present and past grand 

c2 
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officers and the master of every r^ular lodge 
shall meet on the Wednesday immediately pre- 
ceding each quarterly communication ; at which 
meeting, ali reports or representations from the 
most worshipful grand master, or the board of 
general purposes, or any board or committee 
appointed by the grand lodge, shall be read ; 
and any member of the grand lodge intending 
to make a motion therein, or to submit any matter 
to its consideration, shall, at such general com- 
mittee, State, in writing, the nature of his in- 
tended motion or business, that the same may 
be read. No motion, or other matter, shall be 
brought into discussion, in the grand lodge, 
unless it shall have been previously communi- 
cated to this general committee. 

The general committee, when assembled, shall 
be governed by the laws enacted for preserving 
order in the grand lodge, during the time of 
business. If the master of any lodge cannot 
attend, he may certify that fact by writing, under 
his hand, and, at the sarne time, appoint a past 
master of his lodge to represent him. 

9. At such committee, six masters or past 
masters of lodges shall be nominated who shall 
attend, within the porch of the grand lodge, at 
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the subseqaent quarterly commuDication, for 
the purpose of guarding under the superinten- 
dance of the grand pursuivant against the ad« 
niission of any but those who are qualified, and 
have theír proper clothing and jewels, and have 
signed their names to the accustomed papers, 
and are in ali respects entitled to admission. 
For the like purpose, the grand master shall 
nominate six brethren to attend in the porch 
of the grand lodge, on the day of the grand 
festival, and also on any special meeting of the 
grand lodge. 

10. The grand master, or, in his absence, the 
pro grand master, in his absence, the deputy 
grand master, or, in his absence, the grand 
wardens, may summon and hold grand lodges 
of emergeney, whenever the good of the craft 
shall, in their opinion, require it; the parti- 
cular reason for convening such lodge of emer- 
geney shall be expressed in the summons, and 
no other business shall be entered upon at that 
meeting. 

11. There shall be amasonic festival, annually, 
on the Wednesday next foUowing St. Georges 
Day, which shall be dedicated to brotherly love 
and refreshment, and to which ali regular masons 
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may have access, on providing themsdtves with 
tickets from the grand stewards of the year. 
No private lodge within the London district 
shall have a masonic feast on the day of the 
grand festival. 

12. Ify at any gfand lodge^ stated or occa- 
sional, the grand master be absent, the lodge 
shall be ruled by the grand oBieer next ia rank 
and seniority who may be present, and, if no 
grand officer be present, by the master of the 
sénior lodge. 

N.B. The grand lodge is declared to be opened 
in ample form when the grand master or pro 
grand master is present, in dut forni when a 
past grand master or the deputy presides, at ali 
other times, only in form^ yet with the same 
authority. 

13. AU powers and authorities, mies and 
regulations, for the govemment of the grand 
lodge, or provincial grand lodges, or private 
lodges, or boards, or committees respectively 
during times of public business, or meetings, 
or proceedings, shali be used, and exercised, 
and enforced respectively by the officets or 
members by any law or constitntion authorised 
to preside or act in the absence of the grand 
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master» or mj superior officer or member in 
such lodges, boarda, pr committeeB, o.r iu tb^ 
general goveraviept of the craft, as fully íq 
ali intenta and purpoaes as if such substituta 
officers or members were speciíied in çvery law 
or constitution in which any powers or autho- 
rities are given, pr rules or rpgulations pre- 
saribed for the principais, unless specíal provision 
Í4 mfkde to tbe contrary. 

}4« In the grud lodge alone resides tbe 
power of enacting laws and regulations for tbe 
governn^ent of tbe craft, and of altering, re- 
pealing, and abrogating them» always taking 
care tbat the antient land-marks of tbe order 
are preserved. Tbe grand lodge has also tbe 
inberent power of iovestigating, regulating, and 
decidingy ali matters relative to tbe craft, or 
to particular lodges. or to individual brotbers, 
which it may exercise eítber of itself or by sucb 
delegated authority as, in its wisdom and dis- 
cretion, it may appoint ; but in tbe grand lodge 
aloQe resides the power of erasing lodges and 
^Kpelling bretbren from the craft, a power 
which it ought not to delegate to any subordinate 
authority in England. 

1 5. No lodge sball be erased, nor :my br<Hb/er 
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expelled, until the master or officers of the 
lodge, or the oífending brother, aball have been 
summoned to show causei ia the grand lodge, 
why such sentence should not be recorded aitd 
enforced. 

1 6. AU differences or complaínts that cannot be 
accommodated privately, or in some regular lodge^ 
shall be reduced into writing, and delivered to 
the grand secretary, who shall lay them before the 
grand master, or the board of general purposes, 
or other board or committee appointed by the 
grand lodge. When ali parties shall have been 
summoned to attend thereon, and the case shall 
have been investigated, such order and adjudi- 
cation may be made as shall be authorised by 
the laws and regulations of masonry. 

17. When any memorial, petition, remonstrance, 
or other document, shall be presented by any 
memfoer of the grand lodge, either on behalf of 
himself or another, the member presenting it 
shall declare that such paper does not contain 
any improper matter, or any offensive or in- 
decorous language. 

18. No brother below the rank of a past grand 
master shall assume the grand master 's chair, 
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tbough he be entitled, in the absence of the 
grand master, to rale the grand lodge. 

When. the deputy grand master or a past 
deputy grand master, a provincial grand master 
or past provincial grand master presides, he is 
to take his seat in the chair of the deputy grand 
master, placed in front of the throne ; but if any 
brother of lower rank preside, he is to take his 
seat in some other chair similarly placed. 



REGULATIONS for the GOVERNMENT of 
the GRAND LODGE during the Time of 
PUBLIC BUSINESS. 

1. The grand lodge being opened, the by-laws 
are to be read. The minutes of the last quar- 
terly comrounication, and of any intervening 
grand lodge, are then to be put for coníirma- 
tion, and ali Communications from the grand 
master, and reports from the boards of bene^ 
volence and general purposes, are there to be 
read and taken into consideration, and the other 
business regularly proceeded on. 

2. Ali matters are to be decided by a majo- 
rity of votes, each member having one vate 
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and the grand master two votes; Bnless the 
lodge, for the sake of expedition, think proper 
to leave any particular subject to the deter- 
mination of the grand master. The Totes of the 
members are always to be signified by each 
holding up one of his hands, which uplifled 
hands the grand wardens or grand deacons are 
to count, unless the number should be so im^ 
equal as to render counting unnecessary. 

3. At the third stroke of the grand master's 
gavel, or whenever the grand master shall call 
to order, there shall be general silence. 

4. AU members shall keep their seats, except 
the grand deacons, grand director of ceremonies 
and his assistant, and the grand stewards, ^ho 
are allowed to move about, from place to place, 
in the discharge of their duties. 

5. No brother shall speak twice to the same 
question, nnless in explanation, or the mover in 
reply. 

6. Every one who speaks shall rise, and remaia 
standing, addressing himself to the grand master, 
nor shall any brother presume to interrupt him, 
unless to address the grand master to order, or the 
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grand master shall think fit to call bim to order ; 
but, after he has been set right, be may proceed, 
if be observe due order and decorum. 

7. If any member shall bave been twice called 
to order for transgressing these rules, and sball 
nevertheless be gnilty of a tbird offence at the 
same meeting, tbe grand master shall perempto- 
rily command bim lo quit tbe lodge for that 
meeting. 

8. Wboever shall be so unmasonic as to hiss at 
a brotber, or at what he has said, shall be fortb- 
witb solemnly excluded tbe communication, and 
declared incapable of being a member of any 
grand lodge, until, at another time, be publicly 
own his fault, and grace be granted. 

9. No motion íbr a new law or regulation, or 
for the alteration or repeal of au old one, shall 
be made, until it shall have been proposed in or 
communicated to the general committee, whicb 
meets on the Wednesday preceding each quar- 
terly communication, nor until it sháll have been 
banded up in writíng to tbe grand master. After 
baving been perused and £ound by him not to 
contain any thing contrary to the antient land- 
marks of tbe order, the motíon may be pubUcly 
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proposed. If seconded^ thè question shall be 
put thereon for the opinion of the grand lodge. 
When approved and confirmed, at the next en- 
suing meeting of the grand lodge, it beeotnes a 
law. 

1 0. No vote for the grant of any money ais a 
gratuity or reward to a brother shall be valid, 
unless it shall have been regularly proposed; 
seconded, and read, at a quarterly communi<;a- 
tion, and consídered and coníirmed at the sub- 
sequent grand lodge. 

1 1 . No motion on a new subject shall be made 
nor any new matter entered upon after eleven 
o'clock at night. 



0/ GRAND MASTER 

AND 

PRO GRAND MASTER. 

. !• The grand master shall, according to an- 
tient usage, be nominated at the quarterly cora- 
munieatkyn in December, in every year, being 
the meeting nearest to the winter solstice, and 
at the grand lodge nearest to the vernal equinox, 
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namely, in Marcfa, the election shall take place. 
The graod master^ so elected, shall, either on 
the day of the grand masonic festival or on the 
day immediately preceding, as he may direct, 
be regularly installed. He is then to nominate 
his grand officers, who are thereupon to be in- 
stalled or invested in antient form. 

The grand master, if a prince of the blood, 
may appoint a pro grand master, being a peer of 
the realm, who in the absence of the grand master 
signified to the grand secretary by the grand 
master» shall possess ali the powers of the grand 
master. 

2. Should the grand master die during his 
mastershíp, or be rendered incapable of dis* 
charging the duties of his office, (by sickness, 
absence, or otherwise,) the pro grand master, or, 
in his absence, the deputy grand master, or, in 
his absence, the grand wardens, shall assemble 
the grand lodge immediately, to record the event; 
which grand lodge shall, if there be no pro grand 
master, appoint three of its members to invite 
the last preceding grand master to act until a 
new election take place ; should he decline or be 
unable' to act, then the last but onei and so oa ; 
if no formçr grand master be found to, act, the 
grand officer next in rank and seniority shall 
proceed to act. 
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If there be a pro grand master at the time 
when a vacancy occurs in the graad mastership, 
such pro grand master shall forthwith act as 
grand. master until a new election take place at 
the usual period. 

3. The grand master may, by warrant, appoint 
any brother of eminence and skill to represent 
him in a sister grand lodge. He may also con- 
stitute any distinguished brother, who may be 
regularly deputed from a sister grand lodge, a 
member of the grand lodge of England with 
such rank as may be appropriate. 

4. The grand master has fuU authority to preside 
in any lodge, and to order any of hís grand c&r 
oers to attend him. His deputy is to be plaeed 
on his right and the master of the lodge 4m his 
left hand. His wardens are also to act as war^ 
dens of that particular lodge, during his pre- 
sence ; but, if the grand wardens be absent, then 
the grand master may command the wardens of 
the lodge, or any master masons to act there as 
his wardens pro tempore. 

5. The grand master may send his grand offi- 
cers to visit any lodge he may think proper, 

6. Should the grand master be dissatisíied 
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with the conduct of any of bis grand officers, he 
may submit the cause of complaint to the grand 
lodge ; and, should it appear to the majority of 
the brethr^i preftent that the complaint be well- 
founded, he may displace such grand officer 
and nominate another. But no grand oí&cer 
can be removed unless with the approbatíon 
of the graod lodge. 

1. The grand master may summon any 
lodge or brother to attend him, and tp pro- 
duee the warrant, books, papers, and accounts 
of such lodge, and the certiíicate of such bro- 
ther. If the summons be not complied with, or 
a sufficient reason given for non-compliance, 
such summons is to be repeated as a peremptory 
summons ; and if such last summons be not 
attended to» such lodge or brother may be sus- 
pendedy and the proceeding notifíed to the grand 
lodge. 

8. If the grand master should be satisfied that 
any brother has been illegally, or without suffi- 
cient cause, suspended, removed, or excluded 
from any of his masonic functions or privileges, 
by any private lodge or other subordinate au- 
thority, he may order him to be reinstated or 
restored, and may also suspend, until the next 
etosuing quarterly communicatíon, any lodge or 
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brother who shall refuse to comply with síàtk 
order. 

9. After the grand lodge shall have decidéd 
that the brethren holding a warrant have render* 
ed themselves unworthy of longer possessing the 
same, the grand master may transfer such warrant 
to other brethren whom he may think deservíng. 
Such warrant shall have a new number on the 
list, at the bottom of the lodges then on record. 

10. The grand master shall not be applied to 
on any busíness concerning masons or masonry 
but through the grand secretary. 

11. If the grand master should abuse his 
power, and render himself unworthy of the obe- 
dience of the lodges, he shall be subjected to 
some new regulation, to be dictated by the occa- 
sion; because, hitherto, the antient fratemity 
have had no reason to provide for an event which 
they have presumed would never happen. 



Of DEPUTY GRAND MASTER. 

1. This officer is to be appointed, annually, by 
the grand master, on the day of his installation; 
and, if present, is to be immediately ínstalled,

aceordiíi^ to antient usage. He must bave 
been master of some regular lodge. In the ab- 
sence of tbe grand master and pro grand master, 
the deputy possesses ali bis powers and priví* 
leges* 

2. The deputy grand master bas full authority, 
unleas tbe grand master cr pro grand master be 
present, to preside in every lodge wbicb be may 
visit, witb tbe master of tbe lodge on bis righf 
band. Tbe grand wardens, if present, are to act 
as wardens of tbat particular lodge, during tbe 
deputy's continuance tbere ; but, if tbe grand 
wardens be absènt, tben tbe deputy grand master 
may command tbe wardens of the lodge or any 
otber master masons to act as bis wardens pro 
tempore. 

3. If the deputy grand master should be ab- 
sènt from any grand lodge, the grand officer next 
in rank and seniority sball act pro tempore. 

4. If the deputy grand master do not during 
bis year of office attend bis duty in grand 
lodge, not being prevented by reasonable cause, 
he sball be liable to the following fines to 
be paid to the general fund of charity ; viz. 
for tbe first absence, tbree guineas ; for the 
second, double tbat sum. For a tbird absence, 
òr on bis rcfusal to pay the fines wben incurred, 

P 
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his office may be vacated, wbereby any rank or 
distínction acquired in consequence of bis ap- 
pomtment will be forfeíted. 



Of GRAND WARDENS. 

1. The grand wardens are appointed by the 
grand master, aonually, on the day of his instal- 
lalioDy and, if present, are to be immediately in- 
stalled. Each of these oíficers should have re- 
gularly served the office of master of a lodge. 
They cannot act as wardens of a private lodge 
while they continue grand wardens. 

2. When the actual grand wardens are in the 
lodge no others can supply their places, but in 
their absence tbç sénior past grand wardens pre- 
sent shall act pro tempore. If no past grand 
warden be present, the grand master may direct 
any other member of grand lodge being, or 
having been, master of a lodge to act as grand 
warden for that occasion. 

3. The grand wardens, whenever commanded, 
are to attend the grand master, and while he pre- 
sides in any particular lodge are to act there as 
his wardens. 
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4. A grand warden not attending his duty in 
grand lodge during his year of office, not being 
prevented by reasonable cause, shall be liable to 
the following fines, to be paid to the general 
fund of charity, viz. for the first absence, if 
sénior grand warden two guineas, if júnior grand 
warden one guinea. For a second absence dou- 
ble the sum. For a third absence, or on his re- 
fusal to pay the fines when incurred, his ofiíice 
may^ be vacated, whereby any rank or distinction 
acquired in consequence of his appointment will 
be forfeited. 



Of GRAND CHAPLAINS. 

The grand chaplains are to be appointed by 
the grand master on the day of his installatíon, 
and shall attend the quarterly communicatioD$ 
and other meetings of the grand lodge, and 
there offer up solemn prayer, suitable to the 
occasion, as established by the usage of the 
fratemity. 



Of GRAND TREASURER. 

1. Th£ grand treasurer shall be elected by the 
grand lodge at the quarterly communication in 
March. 

d2 
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2. He shalli when required^ give a joint bond, 
with two suretieSy to the grand master, and to 
such other trustees as the grand lodge shall 
nominate, in such penalty and with such condi- 
tions as may be deemed expedient, for the due 
performance of his trust. 

3. To the grand treasurer shall be committed 
ali nioney raised for the general charity, or for 
any other public use of the society, of which he 
shall keep an account in a book, specifying the 
respective uses for which the several sums are 
intended ; and shall disburse the same in such 
manner as the grand lodge shall direct, and pro- 
duce his accounts of receipts and disbursements, 
before every quarterly communication ; and these 
accounts shall be annually audited by a com- 
mittee, who shall make their report thereon to the 
quarterly communication in March. 



Of GRAND REGISTRAR. 

1. The grand registrar is to be appointed 
annually by the grand master, on the day of his 
installation, and, if present, invested according 
to antient custom ; he must be an actual master 
or past master of a lodge. 
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2. He sball have the custody of the seals of 
the grand lodge, and shall affix, or may au- 
thorize the grand secretary to affix, the same 
to ali patents, warrants, certificates, and other 
documents issued by the authority of the grand 
lodge, as well as to such as the grand master, 
in conformity with the established laws and 
regulations of the craft, may direct. 

3. He is to superintend the records of tlie 
grand lodge, and to take care that the several 
documents issued from bis office be in due form. 

4. The grand master may, by a written docu- 
ment, direct the grand registrar to take charge 
of any county or district for which there is not 
a provincial grand master, and the grand regis- 
trar shall thereby be fully empowered to appoint 
a deputy provincial grand master and other offi- 
cers, with the same authority and privileges and 
under the same regulations as if they had been 
appointed by an actual provincial grand master, 
and to perform ali other f unctions of a provincial 
grand master of that county, or district, or ma- 
sonic province. 
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Of GRAND SECRETARY. 

1. Th£ grand secretary is to be appointed by 
the grand master, on the day of bis installation, 
and may have an assistant as well as clerk or 
clerks, if he think íit. Sucb assistant must be 
a master mason, but the assistant or clerk is 
not, by the appointment, a member of the grand 
lodge ; and, therefore, if not otherwise a member 
of grand lodge, cannot attend therein without 
leave, or speak therein without special permis- 
sion. But if such assistant or clerk be in any 
capacity a member of the grand lodge, he is not, 
by his appointment, deprived of his rights or 
privileges as a member of the grand lodge. 

2. The grand secretary may, under the au- 
thority of the grand registrar, affix the seals 
of the grand lodge to such patents, warrants, 
certiâcates, and other documents as shall be 
speciíied in any such authority ; he is to issue 
summonses for ali meetings of the grand lodge, 
its boards and committees, and to attend and 
take minutes of their proceedings, to receive the 
returns from the several lodges and enter them 
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in the books of the grand lodge ; to transmit to 
ali the lodges the accounts of the proceedings 
of the quarterly communicationsy and ali such 
other papers and documents as may be ordered, 
either by the grand master or grand lodge ; to 
receive ali petitions, memoriais, &c. and to lay 
them before the grand master or other proper 
authority; to attend the grand master and to 
take to him any books and papers he may direct ; 
and generally to do ali suOh things as heretofore 
have been done or ought to be done by a grand 
âecretary. 



Of GRAND DEACONS. 

1. The grand deacons are to be appointed by 
the grand master, on the day of his installation, 
and each must have regularly served the office of 
warden of a privaté lodge» 

2. If the grand deacons be abseht, the grand 
master may appoint ány master of a Ibdge to 
officiate pro tempore.

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Of GRAND SUPERINTENDANT of the 

WORKS, GRAND DIRECTOR of the 

CEREMONIES, ASSISTANT GRAND 

DIRECTOR of CEREMONIES, 

GRAND SWORD BEARER, 

GRAND ORGANIST, and 

GRAND PURSUIVANT. 

1. Th£ grand superintendant of the vvorks, 
director of the ceremonies, assistant director of 
ceremonies, sword bearer, organist, and pursui- 
vant, are to be appointed annually by the grand 
master, on the day of his installation. They 
must be master masons and are to attend the 
quarterly Communications and other meetings of 
the grand lodge. 

2. The grand superintendant of the works 
ought to be a brother well skilled in the science 
of geometry and in architecture. He is to advise 
with the board of general purposes on ali plans 
of building or ediíices undertaken by the grand 
lodge, and furnish plans and estimates for the 
same ; he is. to superintend their construction, 
and see that they are conformable to the plans ap- 
proved by the grand master, the grand lodge, and 
the board of general purposes ; he is to suggest 
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improvements, where necessary, in ali the edi- 
fíces of the grand lodge ; and, on the first meet- 
ing of the board of general purposes in every 
year, report on the state of repair or dilapi- 
dation of sach edíiices, and make such farther 
reports, from time to time, as he may dêem 
expedient. 

3. The grand director of ceremonies, in addi- 
tion to his other duties, has the care of the regalia, 
clothing, insignia, and jewels belonging to the 
grand lodge. 

4. The grand pursuivant is to preside over the 
masters and past masters nominated to attend 
within the porch of the grand lodge. He is at 
every meeting of the grand lodge to preserve 
order in the porch, and with the assistance of the 
brethren nominated for attendance there, to see 
that none, except those who are qualifíed, and 
who have their proper clothing and jewels, and 
have signed their names to the acçustomed 
papers, and are in ali respects entitled to admis- 
síon, be admitted. 



Of GRAND STANDARD BEARERS. 

Grand stand*ard bearers may be appointed by 
the grand master as occasion sháll require. They

miist he master masons, and are to carry the stan- 
dards of the grand lodge, grand patron^ and grand 
master, on ali grand ceremonies. They are not, 
however, by their appointment, memb^rs of the 
grand lodge, nor are they to wear the clothing 
of a grand officer. 

Any grand officer, entitled to have a standard, 
may, whenever it shall be necessary, appoint a 
standard bearer, who must be a master mason. 



0/ GRAND TYLER. 

1. The grand tyler is to be nominated by the 
grand master ; he must be a master mason, and 
continues ín office during pleasure. 

2. The grand tyler is to receive, from the 
grand secretary, the súmmonses for ali meetings 
of the grand lodge, íts boards or commíttees, 
and carefully deliver the same. He is to attend 
ali such meetings, assist in the arrangements, 
and see that none be admitted but those properly 
entitled. 

3. If any grand tyler shall, without the special 
licence of the grand master, attend at any masonic 
funerali or other public procession, or shall offi- 
ciate or attend at any meeting or pretended lodge 
of masons, not being regularly constituted, and 
not acknowledging the authority of the grand 
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master, or not confonning to tbe laws of the 
grand lodge, he shall thereby be rendered inca- 
pable of ever after being a tyler or attendant on a 
lodge, and be excluded the benefit of tbe general 
charity. 



Of GRAND STEWARDS. 

1. EiGHTEEN stewards sball be annually ap- 
potnted, for the regulation of the grand festival, 
under the direction of the grand master. They 
shall also assist in conducting the arrangements 
made for the qnarterly Communications and odier 
meetings of the grand lodge. 

The grand stewards shall so regulate the grand 
festival as that no expense whatever may fali on 
the grand lodge, and are strictly enjoined not to 
introduce or permit any refreshment to be intro- 
duced into the hall after the grand master or other 
presiding grand officer shall have departed. 

2. The stewards for the year shall be appointed 
from eighteen diíFerent lodges, each of which 
lodges shall recommend one of its subscribing 
members, who must be a master mason, to be 
presented, by the former steward of that lodge, 
for the approbation and appoíntment of the grand 
master ; and when so approved and appointed he 
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is entitled to wear the distinguishing clothing of 
a grand steward. 

3. The name and residence of the member 
recommended as steward for the year ensuing 
shall be transmitted, by the lodge recommeDding, 
to the grand secretary, at least fourteen days 
previous to the grand festival. 

4. No brother shall be presented as a grand 
steward unless he was made in the lodge by 
which he is recommended, or unless he shall háve 
been twelve months a subscribing member to it. 

5* No lodge shall (under the penalty of for- 
feiting the privilege of nomination) subscribe of 
in any manner contribute towards the expense 
to be iocurred by any steward in the discharge 
of the duties of his stewardship ; and any ste- 
ward who shall accept of any sum of money to- 
wards such expense shall forfeit ali privilege or 
distinction which he had acquired in conse- 
qoence of his nomination to or serving in that 
ofiice. 

'6. Sboiíld any brother, recommended as a 
grand steward, decline or be incapable of dis* 
chai^ic^ the duties: of the office, the lodge which 
recommended him shall, when informed òf the 
circumstance, transmit the name of another 
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member to supi^y hís place, in the manner be- 
fore directed. 

. 7. If any lodge possessing the privilege of 
recommendation shall neglect to send to tbe 
grand secretary the name of one of its members, 
or to supply the place of one who shall decline 
or become incapable of discharging the dutíes of 
the office, as required by the preceding articles, 
the lodge shall forfeit its existing privilege, and 
the grand master shall nominate any other lodge 
to have such privilege in fiiture. 

8. The grand stewards for the year shall wear 
jewels of silver, gilt, pendant to red coUars» and 
bear wands. Aprons. (See article Regalia,) 

9. The grand stewards shall have the exclu« 
sive privilege of becoming members of the grand 
stewards' lodge ; subject, however, to the by- 
laws and regulations of that lodge. 

10. The grand stewards' lodge shall not have 
a number, but shall be registered in the books 
of the grand lodge, and placed in the printed 
lists, at the head of ali other lodges, and rank 
accordingly ; and shall be represented in tbe: 
grand lodge by its master, past ma^ters^ end 
wardens. 
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11. The grand stewards' lodge, being constit- 
tuted as a master masons' Icdge, can have no 
power of making, passing, or raising masons. 



Of PROVINCIAL GRAND MASTER. 

1. The appointment of this o£Bic^ is a pjrero- 
gative of the grand master, by whom a patent 
may be granted, during pleasure, to each such 
brother of eminence and ability in the craft as 
may be thought worthy of the appointment. By 
this patent such brother is invested with a rank 
and power, in his particular district» similar to 
those possessed by the grand master hirnself* He 
shall be regularly installed at the íirst proYÍncial 
grand lodge which he may hold after his ap- 
pointment. 

2. He is empowered to appoint for hia pro- 
vince a deputy and other grand officers, excepi 
the treasurer. He may also appoint provincial 
grand stewards not exceeding six ia nunihen 

3. He may preside in every lodge he visits 
within his district, with his deputy provincial 
grand master on> his right and the master of the 
lodge on his left hand ; his ward,ens, if present, 
may act as wardens of that particular lodge 
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duríng his presence; but, if they are absent, the 
provincial graod master may direct the wardens 
of the lodge, or any other master masons, to aot 
as his wardens pro tempore. 

4. He shall hear and determine ali subjects 
of masonic complaint» or irregularity respecting 
lodges or individual masons^ within his district, 
and may proceed to admonition, or fine, or to 
suspension, until the next meeting of the united 
grand lodge, according to the general laws of 
the craft. A minute of ali such proceedings, 
stating the offence and the law applicable to it, 
together with the decision, is to be transmitted 
to the grand master. When the case is of so 
iBagrant a nature as, in the judgment of the pro- 
vincial grand master, to require the erasure of a 
lodge, or the expulsion of a brother, he shall 
make a special report to the united grand lodge, 
with his opinion thereon. 

The provincial grand master has ao power to 
expel a mason, though he may, when satisfíed 
that any brother has been unjustly or illegaUy 
ipu^pended, removed, or excluded, from any of 
his masonic ftinctions or privileges, by a lodge 
within his district or province, order him to be 
immediately restored, and may suspend, until the 
next quarterly commimication, the lodge or bro- 
ther who shall refuse to comply with such order. 
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5. If tbe provincial grand master or bis deputy 
shall neglect to proceed oo any case or business, 
wbich may be sent for bis deoision, tbe appUca- 
tion or complaint may be transmitted to tbe 
board of general purposes. An appeal, ía ali 
cases, lies from tbe provincial grand master to 
tbe grand lodge, or grand master. 

6. Tbe provincial grand master may aummon 
any lodge or brother, witbin bis district, to at- 
tend bim, and to produce tbe warrant, books, 
papersy and accounts of sucb lodge, or tbe certi- 
ficate of sucb brotber. If tbe summons be not 
complied witb nor a sufficient reason given for 
non-compliance, a peremptory summons sball be 
issued ; and, in case of contumacy, tbe lodge 
or brotber may be suspended, and tbe pro- 
ceeding notiíied to tbe united grand lodge or the 
grand master. 

7. He bas power to give or to refuse consent 
for tbe removal of a lodge from town to town 
v^itbin bis province, or from bis province into 
anotber, or from anotber province into bis 

OWD. 

6. He sball bold a provincial grand lodge, in 
sucb place aisr may saem to bim most convenient, 
at least once in eachr jrear, wben títere may aiso 
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be a miftsonic festival. He may conveoe provín- 
ciai grand lodges of emergency whenever in his 
judg^ment it may be necessary. 

9. He is required by himself, or his deputy, 
to correspond with the united grand lodge, and 
to transmit to the grand secretary, at or prior 
to the quarterly communication in March, a 
circumstantial account, in writing, of his pro- 
ceedings, and of the state of masonry within 
his province, together with a list of such lodges 
as may have been constituted since his last 
retum, and the fees due thereon to the united 
grand lodge. 

10. To insure the regular performance of the 
dnties of the provincial grand master, and to 
prevent the inconveniences which must arise 
from the neglect of them, he may appoint a 
deputy to execute ali the functions of the office 
in his name, and may, for this purpose, invest 
faim by patenty under his hand and seal, wità 
ali the requisite powers, during pleasure. 

1 1 . The provincial grand master must tranap^ 
mit the name and place of abode of his deputy, 
in writingy to ^1 the . lodges of his distrící, ánd 
abo to the grand secretary, in ' arder, ta have 
him registered, within one moatii of the appotnte^ 
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ment ; and, at tbe same time, particularly speciíy, 
whether he intends tbe business of tbe province 
to be transacted tbrougb bimself or bis deputy. 

12. Tbe provincial grand master, bolding bis 
office at tbe pleasure of tbe grand master, and tbe 
power of tbe deputy as well as of tbe provincial 
grand lodge emanating from tbe autbority vested 
in tbe provincial grand master, be or bis deputy 
must be responsible tbat tbe provincial grand 
lodge do not exceed its lawfui pov^ers. He is, 
tberefore, to cause correct minutes to be kept of 
ali its proceedings, and to produce tbem to tbe 
grand master or grand lodge wben required. 



Of DEPUTY PROVINCIAL GRAND 

MASTER. 

L The deputy provincial grand master must 
have previously served tbe oíEce of master in 
some regular lodge, and be resident witbin tbè 
province, and a subscribing member to some 
lodge tberein, and must be regularly autborísed 
by patent to bold ofEce during pleasure. 

2. He is invested witb tbe rank of a deputy 
grand master, v^ritbin tbe province, and presides, 
unless tbe provincial grand master be present. 
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in any lodge he may visit within bis district. 
He is not, by bis office,* a member of tbe united 
grand lodge, nor does be possess any rank out 
of bis province, tbougb be is entitled to wear 
tbe clotbing of a provincial grand officer in ali 
masonic meetings. 



Of PROVINCIAL GRAND WARDENS, 
Subordinate PROVINCIAL GRAND 

OFFICERS. 

These must ali be resident within tbe pro- 
vince and subscrihing members to some lodge 
tberein. Tbe grand wardens and subordinate 
provincial grand officers (except tbe treasurer, 
wbo is to be elected) are to be annually nomi- 
nated by tbe provincial grand master^ and sucb 
officers on sucb nomination, and tbe treasurer 
wben elected, are respectively to be installed or 
invested according to tbeir stations in tbe pro- 
vincial grand lodge, and sball possess, witbin 
tbeir particular district, tbe rank and privileges 
of grand officers ; but tbey are not, by sucb 
appointmenty members of tbe united grand lodge, 
nor do tbey take any rank out of tbeir province, 
tbougb tbey are entitled to wear tbeir clotbing 
as provincial grand officers or past officers in ali 
masonic assemblies. 

£2 
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No brother can be appointed a provincial 
grand warden unless he be the master, or has 
regularly served in that office ; nor a provincial 
grand deacon, unless he be a warden or past 
warden of a lodge. 



PROVINCIAL GRAND STEWARDS. 

Provincial grand stewards while in office may 
wear jewels suspended by red coUars and aprons 
wíth red edgings of the same width as the purple 
of the provincial grand officers, and are members 
of their own provincial gránd lodge, but when 
out of office they are no longer members, or 
entitled to wear red coUars, aprons, or jewels. 
Nor are provincial grand stewards entitled to 
wear red collars or aprons out of their own pro- 
vince. 



Of PROVINCIAL GRAND LODGES. 

1. When the provincial grand master pre- 
sides, the provincial grand lodge is tobe declared 
open in ^* due form'' If the deputy or other 
brother preside, " in forni'' only. 

2. The actual and past provincial grand offi-^ 
cers, being subscribing members of any lodgé 
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within the province, with the actual provincial 
grand stewards, if any, and the masters, past 
masters, and wardens, of ali lodges within the 
province, are members of the provincial grand 
lodge, and such masters and wardens shall attend 
the same when duly summoned. 

3. The provincial grand lodge has the power 
of framing by-laws for its own govemment, and 
of making regulations for the guidance of the 
private lodges of the province ; provided that 
none of these are contrary to, or inconsistent 
with, the laws and constitutions of the united 
grand lodge of England. 

4. Various provinces having experienced great 
advantage from the establishment of a local 
fund, to be appropriated to charitable and other 
masonic purposes, power is, therefore, given to 
each provincial grand lodge to direct payments 
to be made by the provincial grand officers and 
the lodges in the province for this desirable pur- 
pose, (exclusive of the contributions payable 
to the united grand lodge). These payments 
by lodges shall not exceed the following sums, 
viz. six-pence per quarter for every contributing 
member of a lodge, five shillings for èvery per- 
son who has been initiated, and one shilling for 
every member who has joined any lodge since 
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the last payment. This fund cannot be esta- 
blished without the concurrence of, at least, two- 
thirds of the members present in provincial grand 
lodge, nor unless each lodge in the province 
shall have had due notice of the meeting, and of 
the intention to propose the establishment of such 
fund, nor until the decision shall have been con- 
íirmed at a subsequent meeting of the provincial 
grand lodge, of which meeting due notice shall 
be given. If this fund be established, the mode 
of contribution by lodges, in proportion to the 
number of their members, shall, . on no pretence, 
be departed from, though the provincial grand 
lodge may diminish any of the payments, or enact 
only part of them at their discretion. Thus, country 
lodges can, in no case, be subjected to fees ex- 
ceeding those constantly paid by every lodge 
within the London district, while their members 
will have the advantage of a local fund as well 
as of the general fund of charity in London. 

The provincial grand lodge may enact such 
reguiations as they may dêem necessary for the 
application of this fund. 

5. The provincial grand lodge shall elect a 
treasurer annually, by whom a regular account 
of the receipts and disbursements of this fund 
shall be kept, These accounts must be pro- 
duced at every provincial grand lodge, and au- 
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dited oDce in each year, and a copy thereof 
tnmsmitted to the lodges within the province. 

6. Correct minutes of ali the proceedings of 
the provincial grand lodge shall be kept in a 
book proper for the purpose, and which shall 
be produced, by the provincial grand mester, 
for the inspection of the grand master or grand 
lodge whenever required. 

7. The provincial grand lodge emanates from 
the authority vested in the provincial grand 
master, and possesses no other powers than those 
specifíed. It, there£òre, foUows, that no pro- 
vincial grand lodge can meet but by the sanction 
of the provincial grand master or his deputy ; 
and that it ceases to exist on the death, resig- 
nation, suspensíon, or removal of the provincial 
grand master, until some brother is duly ap<- 
pointed or empowered to perform the functions 
of provincial grand master, by whose authority 
the provincial grand lodge may be again esta- 
blished, and assembled. 

8. Should the provincial grand master desire 
the opinion of his provincial grand lodge on the 
subject of any masonic complaint or irregularity 
which may have arisen within his province, they 
shall fully inquire ínto the matter and report 
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their opinion thereon to the provincial graud 
master, with whom the decision remainsi unleas 
there shall be an appeal to the united graad 
lodge against such decision. 



Of DISTRICT GRAND LODGES, 

IN COLONIES GR FOREIGN PARTS. 

1 . It being necessary, on account of the dis- 
tance of foreign district grand lodges, and the 
consequent delay in their Communications with 
the grand lodge of England, that their powers 
should be more extensive, the grand lodge dele- 
gates to its foreign district grand lodges, meet- 
ing under a grand master duly authorised and 
appointed by the grand master of England^ ia 
addition to the powers before specified, that of 
expelling masons, and erasing lodges withm the 
district, subject however to appeal to the grand 
lodge of England. 

2. District grand lodges, that is, provincial 
grand lodges abroad, may require payment to 
their provincial fund of fees larger than are 
allowed in England under the following regu- 
lations. 

That notice in writing of the fees proposed, 
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and also of the^day of meeting for the discus- 
sion of the subject, be sent to each lodge in 
the province two months at least prior to the 
meeting. 

That if the proposed payments shall be agreed 
to by two*thirds at least of the members present, 
a day shall be appointed for considering the con- 
firmation thereof at a period of not less than 
three months from the first meeting, and a copy 
of the resolutions so agreed to shall be sent 
forthwith to each lodge with the summons for 
the second meeting. 

That any lodge whose officers may not be able 
to attend by reason of their distance from the 
place of assembly be permitted to state its 
opinions in writing, provided they be dispatched 
to the provincial grand secretary within the 
period of one month from the date of receiving 
the summons for the second meeting. 

When the proceedings have been so coufirmed, 
a copy thereof shall be transmitted to the most 
worshipful grand master for his sanction and 
•approval, together with copies of any opií^it^ns 
which may have been received in writing. 

When the grand master ^hall have given his 
consent, and not till then, shall the resolutions

be declared valid, and the fees and payments de- 
mandedi and shall in such case be payable from 
the time when the proceedings transmitted to the 
grand master for his sanction were confírmed. 



Of PRIVATE LODGES. 

1. The masonie officers of a lodge are the 
master and his two wardens, with their assis* 
tants, the two deacons, inner guard, and tyler ; 
to which, for the better regulation of the private 
concerns of the lodge, are to be added a trea* 
surer, and secretary, and other officers, viz. a 
chaplain, master of the ceremonies, and stewards 
may aiso be added. 

If a prince of the blood royal should honour 
any private lodge by acceptíng the office of 
master, he may appoint a deputy master, who 
shall be regularly installed, and entitled, when in 
office, to ali the privileges of an actual master, 
and when out of office, to ali the privileges of 
a past master. 

2. Every lodge shall annually elect its master 
and treasurer by ballot, such master having been 
regularly appointed and having served as warden 
of a warranted lodge for one year, and, at the 
next meeting after his electíon, when the mi- 
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nutes are coniirmed, he sball be duly installed 
in the chair according to antient usage, after 
which he shall appoint his wardens and other 
officere, except the treasurer and tylers. Tylers 
are chosen by the members of the lodge. 

N.B. It is not essential, although very de^ 
sirable, that a brother should be present when 
appointed to any office, provided it be known 
that he will accept the same. 

3. No master of the tavern or house, at which 
the lodge meets, shall be appointed to or hold 
any office in the lodge, without a dispensation 
from the grand master or the provincial grand 
master. 

4. Every lodge has the power of framing 
by-Iaws for its own government, provided they 
are not contrary to or inconsistent with the 
general regulations of the grand lodge. The 
by-laws must be submitted to the approbation of 
the grand master, or the provincial grand master, 
and when approved, a fair copy must be sent 
to the grand secretary, and, in the case of a 
conntry lodge, also to the provincial grand 
master ; and, when any material alteration shall 
be made, such alteration must, in like manner, 
be submitted. No law or alteration will be valid 
until so submitted and approved. 
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The by-laws of the lodge shall be fairly 
writteu in a book, and shall be delivered to 
the master on the day of his installation, whea 
he shall solemnly pledge himself to observe and 
enforce them duríng his mastership. £yeiy 
brother shall also sign them when he becomes a 
member of the lodge, as a declaration of his 
submission to them, and every member shall at 
ali reasonable times have access to such by*laws, 
and be allowed to take copies thereof, if they are 
not printed for the use of the lodge and deli- 
vered to the members. 

5. Every lodge shall keep a book or books in 
which the master or some brother, appointed by 
him as secretary, shall enter the names of its 
members and of ali persons initiated or admitted 
therein, with the dates of their proposal, ad* 
mission, or initiation, passing and raising; and 
also their ages, as nearly as possible, at that 
time, and their titles, professions, or trades, to- 
gether with such transactions of the lodge as are 
proper to be written. 

The particular house or place of meeting, as 
well as the regular days of meeting of the lodge, 
shall be specifíed in the by-laws, and no meet- 
ing of the lodge shall be held elsewhere, except 
a removal be decided upon in conformity with 
the laws enacted in that respect. 
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6. A lodge of emergency may, at any time, 
be called, by the authoríty of the master, or, ín 
his absence, of the sénior warden, but on no 
pretence ^ithout such authority íirst given. The 
particular reason of calling the lodge of emer* 
gency shall be expressed in the summons, and, 
afterwards, recorded on the minutes, and no bu- 
siness but that so expressed shall be entered upon 
at such meeting. 

7- Every lodge, when regularly removed to a 
new place of meeting, or whenever the day of 
assémbling shall be altered, shall immediately 
send notice thereof to the grand secretary, and, 
if a country lodge, also to the provincial grand 
master. The officers of a removed lodge shall 
not be permitted to attend the grand lodge or 
provincial grand lodge until such removal shall 
be properly notified. 

8. The precedency of lodges is deríved from 
the number of their constitution, as recorded in 
the books of the grand lodge. No lodge shall 
be acknowledged nor its officers admitted into 
the united grand lodge or a provincial grand 
lodge, nor any of its members entitled to par* 
take of the general charity or other masonic prt- 
vilege, unless it has been regularly constituted 
and registered. 
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9. Any lodge which may not be distin- 
guished by a name or title, being desirous of 
taking one, must, for that purpose, procure the 
approbation of the grand master, or provincial 
grand master, and the name must be registered 
with the grand secretary. No lodge shall be 
permitted to alter its name without the like 
approbation. 

10. No lodge can make a mason or admit a 
member without strictly complying with ali the 
regulations enacted for the government of the 
craft on these occasions. 

11. No lodge shal], on any pretence, make 
more than íive new brothers in one day, unless 
by dispensation ; nor shall a lodge be permitted 
to give more than one degree to a brother on the 
same day ; nor shall a higher degree in masonry 
be conferred on any brother at a less interval than 
one month from his receiving a previous degree, 
nor until he has passed an examination in open 
lodge in that degree.* 

12. No other lodge shall initiate into masonry 



* No dispensation can be granted to suspend the opera- 
tion of this law.

any non-commissioned officer or corporal belong- 
ing to a regiment or battalion to which a military 
lodge is attachedy nor shall any lodge initiate 
any military person below the rank of a corporal, 
except as a serving brother, or by dispensation 
from the grand master. 

13. No lodge shall make a mason for a less 
consideration than three guineas, exclusive of the 
registering fee, nor on any pretence remit or de- 
fer the payment of any part of this sum. The 
member who proposes any candidate must be 
responsible to the lodge for ali the fees payable 
on account of his initiation. 

This is not to extend to the making of serving 
brethren, who may be initiated by the lodge 
which they are to serve ; provided that no fee 
or reward in such case be taken, and that a dis- 
pensation from the grand master or provincial 
grand master be fírst obtained ; but a brother so 
initiated cannot be a member of the lodge in 
which he was made a mason, though eligible to 
become a subscribing member of any other 
lodge, and upon being registered as a joining 
member of such other lodge, and paying his 
contributions in like manner with other mem* 
bersi he is entitled to ali the privileges and 
beneíits of the craft. 
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If, however, there be no other lodge in the 
vicinity of bis dwelling of which he can become 
a member, he may be permitted to pay, through 
the lodge in which he was initiated, the quarterly 
dues to the fund of benevolence, and after having 
served the lodge and paid such dues for fonr years 
at YessU may be considered eligible to be relíeved 
in case of necessity, and entitled to the other 
privileges of the craft in the same manner as if 
he had been a regular subscribing member. 

14. Every lodge must receive as a member, 
without further proposition or ballot, any brother 
initiated therein, provided such brother express 
his wish to that eíFect on the day of his initia- 
tion, as no lodge should introduce into masonry 
a person whom the brethren might consider uníit 
to be a member of their own lodge. 

15. Every lodge must be particularly careful 
in registering the names of the brethren initiaied 
theréin, and also in making the retums of its 
membersy as no person is regularly entitled to 
partake of the general charity unless his name 
be duly registered, and he shall have been at 
least two years a contributing member of a 
lodge ; except in the foUowing cases, tò which the 
limitation of two years is not meant to extend. 
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viz. shipwreck or capture at sea, loss by fire, or 
breaking or dislocating a limb, fuUy attested and 
proved. 

To prevent ínjury to individuais, by their being 
excluded the privíleges of masonry, through the 
neglect of their lodges, in not registering their 
names, any brother, so circumstanced, on ^pro- 
ducing sufficient proof that he has paid the full 
fees to his lodge, including the register-fee, 
shall be capable of enjoying the privileges of the 
craft. But the oEfending lodge shall be reported 
to the board of general purposes, and rigorously 
proceeded against for detaining monies which 
are the property of the grand lodge, and which 
had been paid to the lodge for specific appro- 
priation. 

16. Ali monies received or paid on account of 
the lodge shall be entered in proper books. The 
fees or dues received on account of, and payable 
to, the grand lodge, or provincial grand lodge, 
shall be kept separate and distinct from the 
monies belonging to the private fund of the 
lodge, and shall be deposited in the hands of 
the master instead of the treasurer of the lodge, 
and shall be transmitted to the grand lodge, or 
provincial grand lodge, at such times as the 
laws of the craft require. The accounts of the 
lodge shall be audited, at least once in every 

F 
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year, by a committee to be appointed by the 
lodge. 

17. Each lodge shall procure for every brother 
initiated therein, a grand lodge certifícate, to be 
paid for by the lodge. 

18. No lodge, or officer or member of a lodge, 
shall, under any circumstances, give a certificate 
or recommendation to enable a mason to proceed 
from lodge to lodge as a pauper, or in an itine- 
rant manner to apply to lodges for relief. 

19. No lodge shall form any public masonix^ 
procession without a license from the grand 
master, or a provincial grand master. 

20. AU lodges are particularly bound to ob- 
serve the same usages and customs ; every devia- 
tion, therefore, from the established mode of 
working is highly improper, and cannot be justi- 
fied or countenanced. In order to preserve this 
uniformity, and to cultivate a good understand- 
ing among free-masons, some members of every 
lodge should be deputed to vísit the other lodges 
as often as may be convenient. 

2 1 . If any brother behave in such a manner as 
to disturb the harmony of the lodge, he shall be

thrice formally admonished by the master ; and, 
if he persist in his irregular conduct, he shall be 
punished according to the by-laws of that parti- 
cular lodge, or the case may be reported to 
higher masonic authority. 

22. No lodge shall exclude any member with- 
out giving him due noticé of the charge pre- 
ferred or complaint made against him, and of 
the time appointed for its consideration. The 
name of every brother excluded, together with 
the cause of his exclusion, shall be sent to the 
grand secretary ; and, if a country lodge, also to 
the provincial grand master or his deputy.* 

23, The jewels and furniture of every lodge 
belong to, and are the property of the master, 
wardens, and brethren of such lodge ; and the 
master of the house where the lodge is held shall 
have no property therein or lien thereon : nor 
ghall the master of any tavern or public-house 
be suffered to be the owner of the jewels or 
furniture of any lodge, under the penalty of the 
forfeiture of the constítution. Nor shall any 



• The term expelled is used only when a brother is re- 
moved from the craft by the grand lodge. In a district grand 
lodge or upon removal of a brother from a private lodge the 
term excluded only is applicable.

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jewel be worn in a lodge other than those spéci- 
fied for the officers, except such honorary or 
other jewel, as shall appertain to, or be con- 
sistent with, those degrees which are recognised 
and acknowledged by and under the controul of 
the grand lodge. 

24. AU minutes, lists, and books of account, 
belongíng to a lodge, must be produced by the 
master, when he shall be so required by com- 
petent authority. 

25. The majority of the members of a lodge, 
when congregated, have the privilege of giving 
instructions to their master, past masters, and 
wardens, before the meeting of the grand lodge ; 
because such officers are their representatives^ 
and are supposed to speak their sentiments. 

26. Each lodge shall annually make a return 
to the grand secretary of the masters, wardens, 
and past masters of the lodge, and including ali 
members who claim to be entitled to attend in a 
grand lodge as past masters as having sèrved 
the office of master in some other lodge, specify- 
ing the lodge in which each of such past masters 
has served the office of master ; and no brother 
shall be permitted to attend in grand lodge 
unless his name shall appear in some such return. 
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27. Each lodge sball make its retums and 
payments regularly to the grand secretary, ac- 
cording to the regulations under the heads London 
and Country Lodges ; and, in case of neglect for 
one whole year to make such returas and pay- 
ments, or if the lodge do not meet duríng that 
periody it is líable to be erased. The master, 
past masters, and wardens of a lodge which shall 
have neglected for one whole year to make its 
returns or its payments to the grand lodge, are 
thereby disqualiíied from attending the grand 
lodge or sitting upon any board or committee 
until those returns and payments shall have been 
completed. 

28. If a lodge be dissolved, the warrant shall 
be delivered up to the grand master, and shall 
not, on any account, bé transferred without his 
consent. 

29. If the warrant or constitution of a lodge 
be sold, or procured by any other means than 
through the regular channel of petition to the 
grand roaster, or a provincial grand master, such 
warrant shall be forfeited, and the lodge erased* 

30. As every warranted lodge is a constituent 
part of the grand lodge, in which assembly ali the 
power of the fraternity resides, it is clear that no 
other authority can destroy the power granted 
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by a warrant : if, therefore, the majority of any 
lodge should determine to quit the society, or that 
lodge, the constitution, or power of assembling, 
remains with the rest of the members, who adhere 
to their allegiance. If ali the members of a lodge 
withdraw themselves, their warrant ceases and 
becomes extinct ; and ali the authority thereby 
granted, or enjoyed, reverts to the grand master. 

3J. If the brethren holding a warrant for a 
lodge render themselves unworthy of longer pos* 
sessing it, the grand master may, after the grand 
lodge shall have decided on that fact, transfer 
such warrant to other brethren, whom he may 
think deserving, with a new number, at the bot- 
tom of the lodges then on record. But no lodge 
shall be erased, or its warrant declared forfeited, 
until the master or officers shall have been 
warned, in writing, of their oífence, and shall 
have been summoned to answer to the complaint 
made against them. 

32. If any lodge, or its master and wardens, 
be summoned to attend, or to produce its warrant, 
bôoks, papers, or accounts, to the grand master or 
his deputy, or the provincial grand master or his 
deputy, or any board of general purposes or board 
committee authorised by the grand lodge, and do 
not comply, or give sufficient reason for non-com- 
pliance, a peremptory summons shall be issued ; 
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and in case of contumacy, such lodge may be 
suspendei], and the proceeding notified to the 
grand lodge. 

33. A lodge oíFending against any law or re- 
gulation of the craft, to the breach of which no 
specific penalty is attached, shall, at the discre^ 
tion of the grand lodge or any of its delegated 
authoritíes, or of a provincial grand master, be 
subject to admonition, fine, or suspension. 

If fine be the punishment awarded, it shall be, 
for the íirst oíFence, not less than one pound, nor 
more than five pounds ; for a second oíFence of a 
similar natura, within three years, it shall be, not 
less than two, nor more than ten pounds ; and if 
the lodge shall refuse to pay the fine, or be 
guilty of a third oífence, within three years of 
the second oífence, the lodge shall be liable to be 
erased, and to have its constitution forfeited. 

AU fines levied shall be applied to the general 
charity. 



Of LODGES within the LONDON DISTRICT* 

All lodges in London, or within ten miles 
thereof, are considered as London lodges ; and, 
therefore, are not under the jurisdiction of pro- 
vincial grand masters, and are to pay the London 
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dues and fees. These lodges are to observe the 
following regulations, in addition to ali those 
specified under the head of Private Lodges. 

1. Each of these lodges shall transmit to the 
grand secretary, on or before the quarterly Com- 
munications in June and December, a regular list 
of its membersy and of the brethren initiated or 
admitted therein sínce its last retum^ with the 
dates of their admission, initiation, passing and 
raising; and also their ages, as nearly as pos- 
sible at that time, with their titles, professions, or 
trades ; which list must be signed by the master 
and secretary. AU the contributions due must> 
at the same time, be transmitted to the grand 
lodge. 



Of COUNTRY LODGES. 

All lodges at a greater distance than ten miles 
from London are considered as country lodges, 
and are to observe the following laws and regu- 
lations, in addition to those specified under the 
head of Private Lodges. 

1 . Each country lodge is under the immediate 
superintendence of the grand master of the 
province, to whom, or to his deputy, they are 
to apply in all cases of difficulty or doubt, and 
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to whom ali complaints and irregularíties must 
be transmitted. If those officers should neglect 
to proceed in the business, the application or 
complaint may be transmitted to the board of 
general purposes, and an appeal in ali cases lies 
to the grand lodge or grand master. 

2. Every country lodge shall, at least once in 
the year, transmit, by direct communication to 
the grand secretary, a regular list of its mem- 
bers, and of the brethren initiated or admitted 
therein since their last retum, with the dates of 
initiating, passíúg, and raisíng, every brother; 
also their ages as nearly as possible at that time, 
and their titles, professions, additions, or trades, 
together with ali monies due or payable to the 
grand lodge ; which list is to be signed by the 
master and secretary. 

3. The master, wardens, and ali past masters, 
subscribíng to any country lodge, are members 
of the provincial grand lodge, and the master 
and wardens shall be bound to attend its meetÍQgs 
when duly summoned. 

. 4. Every country lodge shall make a return 
similar to that required to be made to the grand 
secretary, once in each year, or oftener if re- 
quired, to the provincial grand master, at such 
times as he may. appoint, and shall s^lso transmit. 
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with the said retum, such sum of money as may 
be payable by vote of the provincial grand lodge. 

5. Every country lodge shall have a local as 
well as a general rank, so that if any lodge be 
removed from one province into another, although 
it is to retain the original number in the grand 
lodge books, and preserve the same rank in the 
united grand lodge, and in ali public meetings 
out of tlie province into which it may have been 
removed, yet within such province it is to rank 
immediately after the lowest numbered lodge 
previously existing, as well at the provincial 
grand lodge as at public ceremonies, within the 
province, unless the grand master, pro grand 
master, or deputy grand master preside. The 
seniority of country lodges in their particular 
district is to be determined by the date of their 
registry in the books of the provincial grand lodge. 

6. No country lodge shall be removed out of 
its province, nor from place to place within the 
same province, without the consent of the pro- 
vincial grand master; nor shall any lodge be 
moved into another province without the consent 
of the provincial grand master for that province. 

7. Country lodges in places for which no 
provincial grand master is appointed, nòr any 
brother empowered to perform his functions, 
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must, in every case, inake their commuDications, 
whether in regard to complaints or otherwise, 
direct to the grand secretary in London. 

Of MILITARY LODGES. 

It being essential to the interest of the craft, 
that ali military lodges should be strictly confíned 
to the purposes for which their warrants were 
originally obtained ; and, very great abuses having 
arísen from the improper initiation of masons 
by such lodges, every warrant, therefore, which 
is held by a military lodge shall be forfeited, 
nnless the following laws be complied with, in 
addition to those specified under the head of 
Private Lodges. 

1. No warrant shall be granted, for the esta- 
blishment of a military lodge, without the 
consent of the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, battalion, or company, to which it is to 
be attached, having been first obtained. 

2. No military lodge shall, on any pretence, 
initiate into masonry any inhabitant or sojourner 
in any town or place at which its members may 
be stationed, or through which they may be 
marching, nor any person who does not, at the 
time, belong to the military profession, nor any 
military person below the rank of a corporal, 
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except as serving bretbren, or by dispensation 
from the grand master or provincial grand master. 

3. When any military lodge, under the con- 
stitution of England, shall be out of England or 
in foreign parts, it shall conduct itself so as not 
to give oíFence to the masonic authorities of the 
country or place in which it may sojourn, never 
losing sight of the duties it owes to the grand 
lodge of Englandy to which communication is 
ever to be made, and ali fees and dues regularly 
transmitted. 

4. If the regiment, battalion, or military body, 
to which a military lodge is attached^ be dis^ 
banded or reduced, the brethren shall take care 
that the warrant be careíully transmitted to the 
grand lodge, that it may not fali into improper 
hands; but, if a competent number of the 
brethren remain together, they may apply for 
another warrant^ of the same number, to be 
holden as a civil lodge, at such place as may be 
convenient, and which may be approved by the 
grand master. Such warrant to be granted 
wítkout any additional expense. 



Oftke MASTERS «wrfWARDENS o/LODGES. 
L All preferment among masons should be 
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groqnded upon real worth and personal merit 
onlyi therefore no brother shall be elected master 
of a lodge or appointed to any office therein, 
merely on account of seniority or rank. No 
master shall assume the master s chair until he 
shall have been regularly installed, though he 
may, in the ínterim, rule the lodge. It is ne- 
cessary, previously to the installation of the 
master, that the minutes of the preceding meet^ 
ing of the lodge should be read and coníirmed, 
so far at least as to the election of the master, 
after which the usual ceremonies of installation 
are to be performed. Should the minutes of the 
election of master not be confirmed, then a sum- 
mons must be issued for the following regular 
meeting of the lodge, setting forth that the 
brethren were again to proceed to elect a master, 
and on the confirmation of the minutes of that 
election in the following ordinary meeting of the 
lodge, the installation of the master will foUow. 

2. Every master, when placed in the chair, 
shall solemnly pledge himself to observe ali the 
old-established usages and customs, and to pre- 
serve the land-marks of the order, and most 
strictly to enforce them within his own lodge. 

3. No brother shall continue in the office of 
master for more than two years in succession, 
unless by a dispensation, which may be granted 
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bj the grand master or the provincial grand 
master in cases of real necessity ; but he maj be 
again elected after he has been out of that office 
one year. This regulation shall not extend to a 
prince of the blood royal appointing a deputy, 
but it shall to such deputy. 

• 4. The master and wardens of a lodge are 
enjoined to visit other lodges as often as they 
conveniently can ; in order that the same usages 
and customs may be observed throughout the 
craft, and a good understanding be thereby 
cultivated amongst free-masons. 

5, The master is responsible for the due ob- 
servance of the laws relating to private lodges, 
and is bound to produce ali books, minutes, and 
accounts, when required by any lawful autho- 
rity. 

6. If the master should die, be removed, or be 
zncapable of discharging the duties of his office, 
the sénior warden, and in the absence of the 
sénior warden, the júnior warden, and in the ab- 
sence of both wardens then the immediate past 
master, or in his absence the sénior past master, 
shall act as master, in summoning the lodge, 
until the next election of officers. In the master*s 
absence, the immediate past master, or if he be 
absent the sénior past master of the lodge pre- 
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sent, shall take the chair. If neither the past 
master nor anj past master of the lodge be 
present, then the sénior warden, or in his absence 
the júnior warden, shall rule the lodge. 

7. The master and wardens of every lodge in 
the London distríct shall, within one month after 
appointment in each year, respectively sign their 
names in a book, at the oifíce of the grand 
secretary, 

8. The master and wardens of every lodge 
shall attend the grand master or his deputy, or 
the provincial grand master or his deputy, or 
any board or committee authorized by the grand 
lodge ; and produce the warrant, minutes, and 
books, of the lodge, when summoned so to do, 
under pain of suspension, and being reported to 
the next grand lodge. 

9. The wardens or officers of a lodge cannot 
be reraoved, unless for a cause which appears to 
the lodge to be suflScient ; but the master, if he 
be dissatisíied with the conduct of any of his 
officers, may lay the cause of complaint before 
the lodge ; and if it shall appear, to the roajority 
of the brethren present, that the complaint be 
well founded, he shall have power to displace 
such officer, and to nominate another. 
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Of MEMBEBS and their DUTY- 

1 . No brother shall be admitted a member of 
a lodge, unless the laws of the craft, relating 
to the proposing and admitting of candidates, 
shall have been strictly complied with. (See 
Proposing Members.) 

2« A brother who has been concerned in making 
masons clandestinely, or at a lodge which is not 
a regular lodge, or for small and unworthy con-^ 
siderations, or who may assist in .forming a new 
lodge without the grand master's authority, shall 
not be admitted as a member, nor even as a 
visitor, into any regular lodge, nor partake of 
the general charity or other masonie privilege, 
till he make due submission, and obtain grace. 

3. No brother shall presume to print or pub- 
lish^ or cause to be printed or published, the 
proceedings of any lodge, or any part thereof, 
or the names of the persons present at such 
lodge, without the direction of the grand master, 
or provincial grand master, under pain of beíng 
expelled from the order. 

This law is not to extend to the writing, print- 
ing, or publishing, of any notice or summons, 
issued to the members of a lodge, by the autho* 
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rity of tBe master, or the proceedings of any 
festival or public meeting at which persons not 
masons are permitted to be present. 

o. The majority of the members present at any 
lodge duly summoned have an undoubted right 
to regulate their own proceedings, provided that 
they are consistent with the general laws and re« 
gulations of the craft ; no member, therefore, shall 
be permitted to enter in the minute book of his 
lòdge a protest against any resolution or proceed^ 
ing which may have taken place, unless it shall 
appear to him to be contrary to the laws and 
usages of the craft, and for the purpose of com- 
plaining or appealing to a higher masonic au- 
thority. 

* • • • 

6. If any member shall be excluded from his 
lodge, or shall withdraw himself from it, without 
having complied with its by-laws, or with the 
general regulations of the craft, he shall not be 
eligible to any other lodge, until that lodge shall 
have been made acquainted with his former 
neglect, so that the brethren may be enabled tò 
exercise their discretion as to his admission, 
Whenever a member of any lodge shall resígn, 
or shall he excluded, or whenever, at a future 
time, he may require it, he shall be furnished 
with acertifieate, stating the circumstances under 

G 
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which he left the lodge ; and svcfa certifeate is to 
be produoed to aay other lodge of which fae is 
proposed to be admittod n saenlmv prevtotss to 
the ballot being taken. 

7» AU dtffereoae» betweeo or complai^tB of 
membera» that canoot be accomin<Nbj(ed privatie^ 
or ia some regular lodge, shiUl be reduced into 
wríting and delivered to the grand âoeretary, 
who ahall lay thrai before the gnmd maater, or 
the board of general purposes, or «oounittee 
appointed hy the grnnd lodge, or to the pravia- 
ciai aouuler if there be one. Wh^a ali parties^ 
shall hare been aummctied to attead thareoo, 
aad the eaae shall have be^i íoveatigated, auch^ 
order and adjudication may be made as ahall 
be authorised by the laws and regulations of 
amsoory. 

i8t A maspn o&nding against a^y law or k-^ 
gnlatíoo o( the eraft^ to the breach of which no 
speciíio penaky is attached» shall, at thedisçr^tíoB 
of the grand lodge, or ^say of its delegated autho- 
xiÚM^ or of a provincial gj^uid master» be subject 
to admonitioii, fine, or suspensiofi. 

If ib^ be the punishment awarded^ it ahall bf^ 
for the first oiféàce^ not less tban ooe poiínd aer 
more thaa ãve poonds; for a second ofieace of a 
súnilar mtut^ within three years, it sbaU be not

a broth» sltall refose to pay th€ fine, or be guilt]r 
of a thkd offenee withín three y€ar8 of the second 
offeiu^e, he shall be iiable to expulskm ftom the 
craft.

OftBAT di«eredit and ínjury havhig been 
brought upon our antient and honourable frater* 
nity from admitting members and receiving can- 
dídateS) without due notice being given, or 
inqairy made into their characters and qualifica- 
tions ; Hháy aiso, from the passing and raiskig of 
fioasons irithout due instrnctíons ín the respeetive 
degrees, it i« determined that» in future, a viola- 
tion or neglect of any of the foUowing laws ahall 
snbgect the lodge offendiíig to erasure, becaase 
ao em&tgeacj can be allowed as a j^istifics^tion.''^ 

1. No brother fthall be admitted a member nf a 
todge without a regular propositkm ín open lodge, 
nor ufí^lhiB name, oocupation, and pkceof abode, 
as well as tbe natne and number of the iodge of

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which be is or was last a member, ov in wbich hú 
was initiated^ shall have been sent to ali the mem- 
bers in the summons for the next stated lodge 
meeting ; at wbich meeting the brotber's grand 
lodge certiíicate, and also the certiíicate of bis 
former lodge is to be producéd, and the decision 
of the brethren ascertained by bàllot. When 
a lodge has ceased to meet, any former member 
thereof shall be eligible to be proposed and ad- 
mitted a member of ânother lodge, on producing 
a certiíicate from the grand secretary, stating the 
fact and specifying whether the brother has been 
registered and bis quarterage duly paid. 

2. No person shall be made a mason without 
a regular proposition at one lodge, and a ballot 
at the next regular stated lodge ; nor until his 
name, addition 0r profession, and place of abode, 
shall have been sent to ali the members in the 
summons. 

In caâes of emergency, the foUowing alteration, 
as to the modeof proposinga candidate, is allowed, 
Any two members of a lodge may transmit in writing 
to the. master thé name, &c.bf any candidate ^bbm 
they may wish to propose, and the circúitistances 
which cause the emergency ; and the master, if the 
emergency be proper, shall notify the said recom- 
mendation to every member of his lodge, stating 
the name, age, addition or profession^ and place pf 
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abode, of the candidate ; and may, at the same 
time^ summon a lodge to meet at a period of not 
less than seven days from the issuing of tlie sum- 
mons, for the purpose of balloting for the candi- 
date ; and, if the candidate be then approved, he 
may be initiated into the first degree of masonry» 
The master shall, previous to the ballot being 
taken, cause the said proposition, and the emer- 
gency stated, to be recorded in the minute-book 
of the lodge, 

3. No man shall be made a mason in any 
lodge under the age of twenty-one years, unless 
by dispensation from the grand master, or pro- 
vincial grand master. Every candidate must be 
ò, free man, and his own master, and, at the time 
óf initiation, be known to be in reputable cir- 
cumstances. He should be a lover of the liberal 
arts and sciences, and have made some progress 
m one or othe^ of them ; and he must, previous 
to his initiation, subscribe his name at full length, 
to a declaration of the following import,* viz. 

To the worshipful master, wardens, officers, 
and members of the lodge of 
No. 

I, being free by birth, and of the full

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age of twenty-o&e years, do deckre^ that, unbiaa- 
aed by the ímproper solkitation of firiends, and

am prompted by a favcmrable c^naíon concseived 
of tbe iBâtitution, aud a desire of kBowkdge;

4. No person ean be made a mason in, or ad^ 
mitted a member of a lodge, if, on tbe ballot, 
tbree black balis appear against him. Some 
lodges wisli for no sucb indulgence, but require 
tbe unanitnous consent of the membera prea^^t } 
some admit one black ballj some two ; tbe by-* 
lawâ of eaeh lodge must^ .therefore^ guide tbeax 
in tbia respect; but if there be tbree black 
balis sueh person eannot, on any pvetenoe> be 
admitted. 

5. Every candidate shall, on bis initíatipiv 
âolemnly promise to submít to tbe constitutions, 
and to conform to ali the usages and regulations 
of the craft, intimated to him in time and piace 
convenient.

LODGES 4f INSTRUCTION. 

1 . No general lodge of instruction shall be holden 
onless under the sanction of a regular warrauted 
lodge, or by the special license and authority of 
the grand master. The lodge giving its sane* 
tíon, and the bretkreB to wbom such liceme ia 
granted, shall be answerable for the proceedings 
of auch lodge of instruction, and responsiMe that 
the mode of working there adopted bas f eoei^ed 
lhe aaiictioa of the grand lodge. 

Nokioa of the times and places of meeting of 
the lodges of instractiopy witbin the Londoft dii^ 
trlcty ahaU be given to the grand secretary. 
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2« Lodges of instruction shall keep a minute of 
ali brethren present at each meeting and of bre- 
thren appointed to hold office, and such minutes 
shall be produced when called for by the grand 
master, board of general purposes, or lodge 
granting the sanetion, and the minutes shall be 
submitted to the worshipful master of the lodge 
giving its sanction. 

3. If a lodge which has given its sanction for a 
lodge of instruction being held under its warrant 
shall see íit, it may at any regular meeting with* 
draw that sanction by a resolution of the lodge, 
to be communicated to the lodge of instruction. 
Provided notice of the intention to withdraw the 
sanction be inserted in the summons for that 
meeting. 



0/ VISITORS. 

I. No visitor shall be admittéd into a lodge^ 
unless he be personally known, recomm^ided^ 
or well vouchedfor, after due examination by 
one of the brethren present ; and during his 
continuauce in the lodge he must be subject to 
the by-laws of the lodge. The master of the 
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é 

lodge is particalarly bound to enforce these regu- 
lations. 

3; A brotber, who is not a siibscribing member 
to some lodge, sball not be permitted to visit 
any oae lodge in the town or place wbere he 
resides more than once during bis secession froni 
the craft. 



Of CERTIFICATES. 

1. Every brother sball be entitled to a grand 
lodge certiíicate, immediately upon bis being 
registered in the books of the grand lodge, for 
which certiíicate the lodge sball pay six shilliogs 
and sixpence. Each lodge, therefore, wben it 
makes a return of the masons wbom it has initiated, 
sball, in addition to the regíster fee, make a 
remittance of the money for the certiíicates, which 
may either be taken out of the initiation fee, or 
be charged separately to the brotbers for whom 
the certifícates are obtained, at the discretion of 
the lodge. 

2. Every brother to whom a grand lodgé cer- 
tificate is granted must sign bis name in the 
margin thereof, or it will not be valíd. 
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â. No brotbet i^iaU obtaiti a gnoA Io%e cev*^ 
tificate if he shall have been admitted tp xaoK 
than one degree of masoniy on the same day^ 
or ai a alMMrter interval than ene BMmtk fisoiu his 
receiving a pro?ioua d^pree» 

Eveiy return^ or other document upcw wkich 
a grand lodge oerttficate ia to be iwiued, miuit 
specify Dot only the date of ínitiation, bixt aLso 
the days on which the brother was advanced to 
the second and third degrees, as the case may be. 

4. Ali appUcations for grand lodge certiíicates 
must be made to the grand secretary ; and if tbe 
name of the broth^ wiahing for the certifieate 
ha& not previously heea registered^ tbe monegr 
pay able on regíatration mnst be transmitted &t tbe 
»ame time ; as no certificate can, on any acoount^ 
be iflsiied until sttch mouey kas been piaid^ 

5. A brother^ wko shall have obtained a grand 
lodge certificate of the firat or second degree wiU| 
after he has advanced to a superior degi^e^ be 
eskúÚeA to exehange sucb certificate for ene of tke 
superior d^ree without any additional ^qpeiise.. 

6. No lodge shall grant a private lodge certi- 
ficate to a brother, except for the pnrpose of 
enabling hiea to obtain a grand lodge certificate^ 
(in which caae such certificate shaU be speci* 
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fieslly jiddrcBsed to the gmoà aecteter;); aod 
exoept also such certifícatei a» may be required 
bf lhe isLW» of tke grand lodge, ot called for by 
aajrofítsboardaorooaimhteeB* Nor shftU alodgei 
imder any pretenc^ make a ehaxge for a privata 
lo^ne certificatâi 



Of RBMOVAL çf LODGES. 

Any lodge may be removed from one house to 
aonther» withia the aame town or place, at the 
diaereCioa of ita membeta ; but, in order tx> pre* 
Yent disputes, aad to aacertain bow this power ia 
to be exereisedy it is dedared^ tbat the foUowiag 
reguIatioDS most be strietty coinplied witb» 

1. No lodge shall be removed witbout tbe 
master^s knowledge, nor shall any motion for 
remoTal be made in the master'» absenjce ; but, 
if the motioD be r^ukurly niiade aad secooded, 
the master shall order saouaoiíses to be seot to 
every member, specifying the business aod ap^ 
pointing a day for hearing and deciding the quês- 
tion; such day of meeting to be ai least one 
week after the issuing of the sumnsosises. The 
determination shall then be made by the majority, 
provided the master be one of that majority ; but, 
if be bç against cemoving, the lodge ahall not be 
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removedy unless the mayority consist o£ two-thÍFds 
of the roembers present. 

If the master should refuse to issue the sum- 
monses» either of the wardens may do it ; and 
if the master neglect to attend on the day fixed, 
the wardens may preside in determining the 
question, in the manner prescribed; but they 
shail not, in the master 's absence, enter upon any 
other business than what is particúlarly men« 
tioned in the summons. 

2. If the meeting of a lodge at its usual place 
should, by any circumstance, be rendered impôs- 
sible or improper, the master may appoint any 
other place for the meeting, and consult his 
brethren on the occasion as to the particular 
case, and whether a permanent removal may be 
expedient. 

3. When any lodge shall have resolved to re- 
move, the master or warden shall forthwith send 
a copy of the minutes of the lodge for such re- 
moval to the grand secretary, or to the provincial 
grand master or his deputy, that it may be ascer- 
fained whether the above law has been strictly 
complied with, and that the removal may be 
duly recorded, 

4. No lodge can be removed from one town or

{>lace to another, nor tbe constitution transferred, 
without the consent of the grand master or of 
the provincial grand master. 

Of PUBLIC PROCESSIONS. 

L No ihasonic funeral or other public proces- 
aion shall, on any pretence, be allowed, without 
the license, of the grand master or provincial 
grand master. 

2. If any brother shall attend as a mason, 
clothed in any of the jewels or badges of the 
crafty at any funeral or public procession, with- 
out the permission of the grand master, or pro- 
vincial grand master, he shall be rendered inca- 
pable of ever being an oflScer of a lodge, and 
also be excluded the benefit of the general cha- 
rity. And if any lodge shall so offend, it shall 
stand suspended until the grand lodge shall de- 
termine thereoti. 



0/TYLERS. 

1. The tylers are to bé chòsen by the mem- 
bers of the lodge, and may at any time be re- 
ipoved, for cause deemed sufficient by a raajority 
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of the brrthren preseat, at a regular meetíiig of 
the lodge. 

2. If any tyler, without the license of the 
graud ma3ter or hU deputy, ahall attead at any 
masonic funeral or other publio proce$sioD, or 
shall officiate or atteod at asy meeting or |XFe- 
teoded lodge of maaons, not being regularly coa- 
stituted and not acfcnowiedging the autíionty of 
the grand master or not conforming to tibe laws 
of the grand lodge, he shall thereby be rendered 
iaeapable of ever after bdng a tyler, or attendant 
OD a lodge, and ahall be excluded the benefit of 
the general eharity. 



0/ APPEAL. 

As the grand lodge, when eoagregated, ím % 
repxesentation of every individual member of the 
fratemity, it necessarily possesses a âupreme «u- 
perintending authoríty, and the power of fínally 
deciding on every case which concerns the inte- 
rest of the craft. Any lodge or brother, there- 
fore, who may feel aggrieved by the decision of 
any other nuuaonic authority or jnri^icibion, may 
q.ppeal to tfae grand lodge again^t «uch deeásiosu 
The appeal must be made in writing, specifying 
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tke particular grievaiice compbined of, and be 
transmitted to the grand secretary. A ootice 
and copy of the appeal must also be se&t bjr the 
appeUaot to tbe paity againat nhc$e decision the 
appeal is made. 

AU appeab mnst be made in pioper and de^ 
C€Bt langoage ; no otben will be reoeived. 



Of the AUDIT COMMITTES. 

A eoMDittee, eonaisting of the grand officen 
of the year and twenty-four mastero of lodges ia 
the London dUtríct, to be taken by rotatíon, shall 
meet between the quarterly oommunicatíons in 
December and March, for the purpoBC of ex- 
anining and audttíng the grand treascifer's a&* 
eouots ior tbe precedíng year, and making a 
r€^)Oft theMon to the grand lodge. 



0/ífeFUND(j^MASONIG BENEVOLENCB. 

L The fund appropriated to the object «f 
maéoitie bem^olence shall not be infrínged on 
for axiy purpose, but shall be kept strktly aiid 
solely devoted to charity. 

2. The distnbution and application of thÍ3 
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charítable fund shall be monthly ; íút wfai<^ ipur^ 
pose a committee or. lodge of beoevolence ^all 
be holden on the last Wednesdaj of eveiy 
tnoQth.* This lodge shall consist of ali the pre- 
sent and past graud officers, and ali actual mas- 
ters of lodges. If the actual master of the year 
of any lodge cannot attend, the inimediatei pMt 
master may supply his place ; should that brother 
be unable to attend, some other past master of 
such lodge may act for him; but in ev&ty 
case the past master must be a subscribÍQg 
member of that lodge. The brother preaidmg 
shaJl be bound strictly to enforce ali the reguJb- 
tions of the craft, respectíng the dUtributioçt 0f 
this fund, and shall be satisíied, before any petí- 
tion be read, that ali the required formaliliias 
have been complied with. Three grand officecs 
shall be specially summoned for each me^tiiig, 
by the choice and direction of the grand master, 
or pro grand master, or his deputy, not by rota- 
tion, but by discretion ; which three grand oí]|- 
çers shall act as the master and wardens» If 
either be absent the brother sénior in rank then 
present shall supply his place. 
. Tbe members shall not be subject to canyass 
or previous solicitation, but shall haye their 

* Except m thç month of April, wben it meeis Qb 4^ 
Thursday next avjeix the last Wedaesday. 
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mínds free from prejudíce^ to decide on the me- 
rits of each case with the impartiality and purity 
of masonic feeling. If it shall appear that this 
rule has been wilftiUy transgressed the conside- 
ration of the case of the brother on whose behalf 
the canvass or solicitation has been made, shall 
be deferred for the space of three months ; and 
no member shall at any time vote upon the peti- 
tion of any person, for whom he may have been 
canvassed, or to whom he is related, or who is a 
member of the lodge to which he himself be- 
longs; though such member may be heard on 
the merits of the petition, and must then with- 
draw. If any master of a lodge shall canvass or 
otherwise solicit on behalf of a petitioner, such 
master shall be rendered incapable of attending 
as a member of the lodge of benevolence for 
twelve months. 

3. No master shall be a member of the lodge 
of benevolence if his lodge have neglected to 
contribute to the funds of the grand lodge 
during the preceding twelve months. 

4. Applications for relief must be by petition, 
stating the i.ame, occupation, place of abode, and 
present circumstances of the petitioner ; together 
with the name and number of the lodge in which 
he was initiated, and the time when he was made 

H 
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a mason. The applicant, nnless diaabled by 
disease or accidaiti must sign his name to the 
petitioD. 

5. To every petition must be added a reeom- 
tnendatioDy sigoed in open lodge, by the master, 
wardens, and a majority of the members then 
presenty to which the petitioner does or did be- 
long, or from some other contributing lodge, cer- 
tifying (see the form at the end) that they have 
known him to have bcen in reputable, or at least 
tolerable, circumstances, and that he has been 
not less than two years a subscríbing member to 
a regular lodge, with such other observations as 
they may think proper ; and the master or one of 
the wardens, or some member of the lodge, ex- 
cept it be a country petition, shall attend the 
committee, to speak to the truth of the statement 
set forth in the petition, and to certify that the 
signatures thereto are genuine. 

6. No persons shall receive the benefit of thís 
fundy but those who have been regularly initiated 
in a warranted lodge, who have paid the fuU con- 
sideration-fee, who have been registered in the 
books of the grand lodge, and who have continued 
members of a contributing lodge for at least 
two years, and have, during that period, paid 
their quarterly dues to the fund of benevolence. 
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Tbe limitation of two years, however, does not 
apply to the cases of shipwreck or capture at 
sea, loss by fire, or breaking or dislocating a 
lirab, fully attested and proved. 

Secretaries who are by their lodges exempted 
from the payment of subscription shall not thereby 
be disqualified from obtaining assistance from the 
fund of benevolence in case of need, but shall 
be considered as subscribing members of their 
lodges, their services being equivalent to sub- 
scription, provided their dues to the grand lodge 
have been duly paid. 

7. If it shall be satisfactorily proved that auy 
petitioning brother has paid to his lodge the full 
fees, including the register fee, and also two 
years' quarterage, but that the lodge has ne* 
glected to register such brother or transn^it the 
dues to the grand lodge, the committee may 
relieve the brother and at the same time transmit 
the case and the proof adduced to the board of 
general purposes, that such lodge may be rigo- 
rously proceeded against for withholding moni^s 
which are the property of the grand lodg^. . 

8. No petition for relief shall be presented to 
the committee, unless it has been left with tbe 
grand secretary three days at least previously to 
their meeting. 

H 2 
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• 9. No petition shall be read, unless the peti- 
tioner aUend the committee in person; except 
in case of sickness, lameness, imprisomnent^ 
or residence in the country, beyond the London 
district. 

10. A brother, who has been once relieved» 
cannot petition a second time within one 
year. 

1 1 • The committee may order the payment of 
any sum not exceeding ten pounds towards the 
relief of a distressed brother, whom they may 
think a proper object. 

12. The committee may also grant any sum, 
not exceeding five pounds, towards the relief of 
the indigent widow or orphan children of a 
deceased mason who would himself have been 
qualified to receive assistance; or of a brother 
who shall have died within two years from the 
period of his initiation, or of his having joined 
an English lodge from a foreign lodge, and who 
shall have continued a subscribing member to 
the time of his decease; provided the application 
be made to the committee within nine months 
after the death of the husband or father, and 
that proper certificates and testimonials be pro- 
duced. Should there be children totally depen- 
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dant on the widow, the grant may, at the 
discretion of the committee, be extended to any 
sum not exceeding ten pounds. 

13. When the petition of the widow or chil- 
dren of a deceased mason shall be presented to 
the lodge of benevolence, it shall be ascertained 
whether the husband or father had received a 
certificate from the grand lodge or from his 
private lodge ; and, if he had received such 
certificates, they shall be deposited with the 
grand secretary, or it shall be satisfactorily 
proved that they are lost, previously to such 
petition being taken into consideration. 

' 14. If cases of extraordinary distress should 
occur, in which the sum of ten pounds does not 
appear sufficient to aíTord adequate relief, the 
committee shall refer such cases to the most 
worshipful grand master, who may grant any 
«um which they shall recommend, not exceeding 
twenty pounds. 

15. Brethren under the constitntion of the 
grand lodges of Scotland and Ireland, as well as 
of foreign grand lodges, may be relieved, on the 
production of certificates from their respective 
grand lodges or other sufficient certificates and 
testimonials to the satisfaction of the lodge of 
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benevolence, and satisfactory proof of their iden- 
tity and distress. 

16« These laws and regulations shall be read 
by the grand secretary previous to the committ^e 
entering on any business ; and the master in tbe 
chair shall not, on any pretence whatever» allow 
any part of them to be dispensed with or infrínged.

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O/Me BOARDo/ GENERAL PURPOSES- 

1 . This board shall consist of the grand master, 
pro grand master, deputy grand master, and the 
grand wardens of the year, a president and twenty- 
four other members. The president and ten of sach 
other metnbers shall be annually nominated by 
the grand master, at the quarterly grand lodge in 
June ; and the grand lodge shall, on the same day, 
elect the remaining fourteen members from among 
the actual masters and past masters of lodges. 
Not more than seven past masters are to be so 
elected, nor can a master and past master or 
more than one past master of the same lodge be 
elected on the same board : one-third of the 
members, at least, must go out of òffice annually. 
From among its members the board shall elect a 
vice-president. 

2. The masters and past masters are to be 
elected by ballot, and for that purpose the 
names of the several brethren intended to be 
put ín nomination are to be delivered in writing 
at the general committee preceding the grand 
lodge in June, in order that ali the names so to 
be proposed may be printed in a list, a copy of 
which shall be delivered to each member of the 
grand lodge on his entrance to the hall. The 
balloting lists having been delivered to the mem- 
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bers of the grand lodge are to be collected by 
scrutineers to be appointed for that purpose, and 
are not to be signed. 

Four scrutineers are to be elected at the gene- 
ral committee previous to the grand lodge in 
June, and four other scrutineers are to be nomina^ 
ted by the grand master or presiding officer at 
that grand lodge. These eight scrutineers are to 
collect the lists from the brethren to whom they 
have been delivered, and shall solemnly pledge 
themselves to make a correct report under their 
hands of the result of the ballot. They shall then 
retire, and having ascertained the numbers for 
the respective candidates, shall present the report 
in grand lodge. 

3. Should the president and vice-president be 
absent, the grand officer liighest in rank and se- 
niority shall preside. 

4. This board shall meet on the fourth Tuesday 
in every month, at three o'clock precisely. It 
may also be convened at other times, whenever 
business requires, by command of the grand raas- 
tçr, or by the authority of the president. 

5. Five raembers shall constitute a board and 
proceed to business, except in the decision of 
masonic complaints, for which purpose at lea&t 
^even members ynust be present. AU questions 
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shaU be decided by a majoríty of votes : the 
pnesidiog offioer, in case of equality, having a 
second vote. 

6- The board has authority to bear and deter- 
mine ali subjects of niasonic complaiiit or irregu-^ 
larity respecting lodges or individual masons, 
when regularly brought before it, and generally 
to take cognizance of ali matters relating to the 
craft. It may proceed to suspension, admoni- 
tion, or fine, according to the laws of the so- 
ciety ; and its decision shall be final, unless an 
appeal be made to the grand lodge. But, should 
any case be of so flagrant a nature as to require 
the erasure of a lodge or the expulsion of a bro- 
ther, the board shall make a special report thereon 
to the grand lodge. 

7. Thís board shall also have charge of the 
finances of the grand lodge, and see that no 
unnecessary or improvident expenditure take 
place. 

8, The board shall have full poveer to inspect 
ali the books and papers relating to the accounts 
of the grand lodge, and to give orders for the 
correct arrangement of them ; and also to sum- 
mon the grand treasurer, grand registrar, grand 
secretary, or other brother, having possession 
of any papers, documents, or acôounts belonging 
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to the grand lodge, and to give such orders as 
may be necessary for the executiou of their íunc- 
tions. 

9. The board shall examine ali demands upon 
the grand lodge, and, if found to be correct, shall 
order the grand treasurer to discharge them. 

10. At the board next folio wing the close of 
each quarter the account of receipts and dis* 
bursements for the last quarter shall be balanced. 
This account, together with a list of the contri- 
butions, shall be printed and transmitted to each 
lodge with the next quarterly communication. 

11. At the meeting immediately after the 31st 
day of December in each year, the board shall 
investigate the accounts of the grand lodge for 
the last year and prepare them for the audit 
committee ; and shall, at the quarterly communi- 
cation in March, state the amount of receipts and 
expenditure under their respective heads for such 
year, together with the amount of the property 
belonging to the grand lodge in the public funds 
or elsewhere ; and generally do ali such matters 
as may be necessary to give the grand lodge fuU 
information respecting the receipt and application 
of its funds. An abstract of this report shall be 
transmitted to every lodge, as directed by the 
preceding article. 
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12. The board may appoint sub*coiQinittees 
from among its members, for specifíc purposes, 
who must report to the board. 

13. The board may summon any lodge or 
brother to attend them, and to produce the war- 
rant^ books, papers, or accounts of the lodge, 
or the certificate of the brother. If such lodge 
or brother do not comply or give sufficient rea- 
sons for non-compliance, a peremptory suminons 
shall issue; and, in case of contumacy, the lodge 
or brother shall be suspended and the proceeding 
notified to the grand lodge. 

14. No recommendation, petition, or represen- 
tation of any kind shall be received by the board, 
from any lodge or brother, unless it be in writíng, 
and signed by the person or persons addressing 
the board. 

15. The members of the board shall be in ma- 
sonic clothing when they proceed to the inves- 
tigation of any charge or complaint, or to the 
examination of witnesses. 

16. When the board has investio^ated and de- 
cided on any case, which, in its judgment, 
requires admonition, fine, or suspension, the fact 
alleged as the oíFence shall be fully stated in the 
minutes, shall be declared to have been proved^ 
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the law relating to the offêiice (if particulàrly 
provided against) quoted, and the decision re« 
corded and then acted upon. 

17. This board is to have the direction of 
every thing relating to the buildings and furni* 
ture of the grand lodge, and may suggest any 
alterations or improvements. It is to cause the 
necessary preparations to be made for the meet» 
ings of the grand lodge as well as for the days 
of festival, public ceremonies, &c. and to take 
care tbat arrangements be made with the mas- 
ter of the tavern for the proper accommodation 
of the boards or committees appointed by the 
grand lodge, and of the private lodges meeting 
at Freemasons' Tavern. It shall also give orders 
for ali the usual and ordinary articles, which may 
be requisite for the grand lodge ; but no extraor- 
dinary expenses of any kind shall be incurred 
without the previous sanction of the grand 
lodge. 

18. The board shall also have the care and 
regulation of ali the concerns of the grand 
lodge, including íínance, and shall conduct the 
correspondence between the grand lodge and its 
subordinate lodges and brethren, and also the 
Communications with sister grand lodges and 
brethren of eminence and distinction throughout 
the world. 
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19. The board may recommend to the grand 
lodge whatever it shall dêem necessary or advan- 
tageous to the welfare and good government of 
the craft, and may originate plans for the better 
regulation of the grand lodge and the arrange- 
ment of its general transactions. 

20. AU Communications from the board to the 
grand master, grand lodge, other boards, or com* 
mittees, or any private lodge, or brother, shall be 
made in writing. 

21. The board shall proceed to the consi* 
deration of any special matter which may be re- 
ferred to it by the grand master or the grand 
lodge in preference to other business. 

22. AU resolutions and transactions of the 
board shall be entered in the minute-book by 
the secretary, read before the board adjourns, 
and sígned by the presiding ofGcer for the time 
being.

The pro grand master, deputy grand mafiter,

A provincial grand master shall pay three 
guineas for his patent, and twenty guineas to 
the fund of general purposes ; and if he have 
not served the office of grand steward, an addi- 
tional twenty guineas to the fund of benevolence. 
The twenty guineas to the fund of benevolence 
is not, however, to be paid by a provincial 
grand master appointed to a colonial or foreign 
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district, provided the brother be a resident in 
such district. 

A deputy provincial grand master shall pay 
two guineas for registering his name ia the 
books of the grand lodge. 

Granting ^a new warrant, fíve guineas; a 
warrant of confirmation, two guineas. 

Grand lodge certificates, six shillings and six- 
pence. 

Registering fee for a mason made within the 
London district, one guinea ; for a mason made

In the grand lodge and at great ceremonials

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coUars; but upon ali other occasions coUars of 
ribbon, garter blue four ÍDches broad, embroid^ 
ered or plain. 

Past grand officers of the Grand Lodge of 
England are, in tbe grand lodge, or at any great 
ceremonials or festival, to wear embroidered col- 
lars, and in private lodges coUars either em- 
broidered or plain. 

Pattems of tbe cbains and coUars are given in 
tbe Appendix. 

Tbe coUar of a provincial grand master is 
of garter-blue, four incbes broad, with narrow 
edging of gold lace, and ornamented in tbe 
centre witb a pomegranate embroidered in gold ; 
but, being always in function, provincial grand 
masters may wear cbains of gold or metal gilt in 
tbe grand lodge and in tbeir provincial meetings, 
or Tfhen officially present at any lodge in tbeir 
respective districts or provinces, or wben visiting 
any provincial grand lodge. 

Tbe grand stewards of tbe year wear collars of 
crimson ribbon four incbes broad. 

Deputy provincial grand masters and otber 
subordinate provincial grand officers, present and 
past, wear collars of ribbon garter-blue, four 
incbes broad, witb narrow edging of gold lace or 
cord, or plain, except in tbe united grand lodge^ 
in wbícb they must wear tbeir collars and jewels 
of the lodges and offices respectively, in rigbt of 
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which they attend as members of the grand lodge. 
Provincial grand stewards, during their period of 
office only, wear collars of crimson ribbon two and 
a half inches broad. 

APRONS. 

Entered ApprenticCf — A plain white lamb skin, 
from fourteen to sixteen inches wide, twelve 
to fourteen inches deep, square at bottom, 
and without ornament; white strings. 

Fellow Crafty — A plain white lamb skin, similar 
to that of the entered apprentice, with the 
addition only of two sky-blue rosettes at the 
bottom. 

Master Mason; — The same, with sky-blue lining 
and edging, one and a half inch deep, and 
an additional rosette on the fali or flap, and 
silver tassels. — No other colour or omáment 
shall be allowed except to officers and past 
officers of lodges, who may have the emblems 
of their offices in silver or white in the centre 
of the apron ; and except as to the members 
of the Prince of Wales' lodge, No. 324, 
who are allowed to wear a narrow internai 
border of garter-blue in their aprons. 

Grand Stewardsj present and past, — ^Aprons. of 
the same dimensions, lined with crimson, 
edging of the same colour three and a half 
inches, and silver tassels. — ►Provincial grand 
stewards, while in office, the same, except 
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that the eàgmg is onl}r two inches wide.— 

The collars of the grand stewards' lodge to 

be crimson ribbon, four inches broad. 

Grand Ojfficers ofthe United Grand Lodge^ present 

and pasty—Aprons of the same dimensions, 

lined with garter-blue, edging three and a 

half inches, ornam^ited with gold, and blue 

stringSy and they may have the emblems of 

their offices, in gold cr blue, in the centre. 

Provincial Grand Officers^ present and pa^t, — 

Aprons of the same dimensions líned with 

garter-blue, and ornamented with gold and 

with blue stríngs; they must have the 

emblems of their offices in gold or blue in 

the centre within a double * circle, in the 

margin of whích must be inserted the name 

of the province. The garter-blue edging to 

the aprons must not exceed two inches in 

width. 

The apron of the deputy grand master to have 

the emblem of his office in gold embroidery in 

the centre, and the pomegranate and lótus alter- 

nately embroidered in gold on the edging. 

The apron of the grand master is ornamented 
with the blazing sun embroidered in gold in the 
centre, on the edging the pomegranate and lotus^^ 
with the seven eared wheat at each corner, and 
also on the fali ; ali in gold embroidery ; the fringe 
of gold bulHon. 

The apron of the pro grand master the same. 
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The mastexs and past masters of lodges to 
wear, in lieu and in the places of the three 
rosettes on the master mason's apron, perpendi- 
cular lines upon horizontal lines, thereby form- 
ing three several sets of two right angles ; the 
length of the horizontal lines to be two inches 
and a half each, and of the perpendicular lines 
eneinch; these emblems to be of ribbon, half 
an inch broad, and of the same colour as the 
lining and edging of the aproDé If grand offi- 
cers, similar emblems, of garter-blue or gold. 

Of CONSTITUTING a NEW LODGE. 

EvERY application for a warrant to hold a 
new lodge must be by petition to the grand 
master» signed by at least seven regularly regis* 
tered masons; and the lodges to which they 
fbrmerly belonged must be specified. The peti- 
ti(Hi must be recommended by the officers of 
BOme regular lodge and be transmitted to the 
grand secretary, unless there be a provincial 
grand master of the district or province in which 
the lodge is proposed to be holden, in which 
case it is to be sent to him, or to his deputy, 
who is to forward it» with his recommendation 
or opinion thereon for the grand master. If the 
prayer of the petition be granted, the provincial 
grand master may issue a dispensation, autho- 
rising the brethren to meet as a lodge, until a 
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warrant of constitution shall be sígoed by the 
grand master. 

The followíng is the form of the petítíon. 

" To the M. W. Grand Master of the 
United Fraternity of Antient Free 
and Accepted Masons of England : 

" We, the undersigned, being regular regis- 
tered masons of the lodges mentioned against 
our respective names, having the prosperity of 
the craft at heart, are anxious to exert our best 
endeavours to promote and diífuse the genuine 
principies of the art ; and, for the conveniency 
of our respective dwellings and other good 
reasons, we are desirous of forming a new lodge, 
to be named In consequence 

of this desire, we pray for a warrant of constitu- 
tion, empowering us to meet as a regular lodge, 
at on the of every 

month, and there to discharge the duties of ma* 
sonry, in a constitutional manner, according to 
the forms of the order and the laws of the grand 
lodge : and we have nominated and do recom* 
raend brother [A. B.] to be the first master, 
brother [C, D.] to be the first sénior warden, 
and brother [E. F.] to be the first júnior warden, 
of the said lodge. The prayer of this petition 
being granted, we promise strict obedience to 
the commands of the grand master and the laws 
and regulations of the grand lodge. " 
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In order to avoid irregularities, every new lodge 
should be solemnly constituted by the grand 
master, with his deputy and wardens ; or, in the 
absence of the grand master, by his deputy, who 
shall choose some master of a lodge to assist him. 
If the deputy be absent, the grand master may 
appoint some other grand officer or master of a 
lodge to act as deputy pro tempore. 

The following is the manner of constituting 
a new lodge, as practised by his Grace the 
Duke of Wharton, when grand master, in the 
year 1722, according to the antient usages of 
masons. 

A lodge is duly formed ; and, after prayer, an 
ode in honour of masonry is sung. The grand 
master is then informed, by the secretary, that 
the brethren present desire to be formed ínto a 
new lodge, &c. &c. The petition, the dispensa-^ 
tion, and the warrant or charter of constitution, 
are now read. The minutes of the lodge, whilè 
under dispensation, are likewise read ; and, being 
approved, are declared regular and valid, and 
signed by the grand masten The grand master 
then inquires if the brethren approve of the offi*-' 
cers who are nominated in the warrant to preside 
over them. This being signified in masonie 
form, an oration on the nature and design of the 
institution is delivered. The lodge is then con- 
secrated, according to ceremonies proper and 
usual on those o€<5asions, but not proper to be 
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written, and the graod master constitutes the 
lodge ÍQ antient form. 

The candidates» or the new master and war^» 
dens, being yet among the brethren, the grand 
master asks his deputy, if he hath examined 
them, and found the candidate maata* well 
skilled in the noble scíence and the royal art, 
and duly instructed in our mysteries, &c« The 
deputy answering in the affirmative» he shall (by 
the grand master's order) take the candidate from 
among his fellows, and present him to the grand 
master ; saying, '^ most worshipful grand masteri 
I present thís my worthy brother to be installed 
master of the lodge, whom I know to be of good 
morais and great skill, true and trusty, and a 
lover of the whole fraternity, wheresoever dis- 
persed over the face of the earth." 

Then the grand master, placing the candidate 
on his left hand, having asked and obtained the 
unanimous consent of ali the brethren, shall say : 
^^ I appoint you the master of this lodge, not 
doubting your capacity and care to preserve the 
cement of the lodge," &c. with some other ex- 
pressions that are proper and usual on that occa- 
sion, but not proper to be written. 

Upon this, the deputy shall rehearse the 
charges and regulations of a master, and the 
grand master shall ask the candidate, saying, 
" Do you submit to these charges and promise 
to uphold these regulations, as masters have done 
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in ali ages?" The candidate signifying his cordial 
submission thereunto, the grand master shall, by 
certain sígniíicant ceremonied and antient usages, 
imtal him, and present him with the constitu- 
tions, the lodge-booky and the Instruments of his 
ofiice, not altogether, bnt one after smother ; and, 
àfter each of tbem, the grand master, or his 
deputy^ shall rehearse the short and pithy charge 
that is suitable to the thing presented« 

Áfter this, the members of this new lodge, 
bowing ali together to the grand master, shall 
retum him thanks, and immediately do their 
homage to their new master, and signify their 
promise of subjection and obedience to him, by 
the usual congratulation. 

The deputy and the grand wardens, and any 
other brethren present, that are not members of 
the new lodge, shall next congratulate the new 
master ; and he shall return his becoming ac- 
knowledgements to the grand master first, and to 
the rest ín their order. 

Then the grand master desires the new master 
to enter immediately upon the exercise of his 
office, in choosing his wardens : and the new 
master, calling forth the two brothers, presents 
them to the grand master, for his approbation, 
and to the new lodge for their consent. That 
being granted, the sénior or júnior grand warden, 
or some brother for him, shall rehearse the charges 
of wardens ; and the candidates being solemnly 
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asked, by the new master, shall signify their 
submission thereunto. 

Upon which, the new master, presenting them 
with the Instruments of their office, shall, in due 
form, instai them in their proper places ; and the 
brethren shall signify their obedience to the new 
wardens, by the usual congratulation. The other 
officers of the lodge are then appointed, and 
invested in antient form. 

The lodge, being thus completely constituted, 
shall be registered in the grand master's book, 
and by his order notifíed to. the other lodges.

Having arrived within a proper distance of 
the spot, the procession halts, the brethren open 
to the right and left and face inwards, so as to 
leave room for the grand master to pass up the 
centre, he being preceded by his standard, and 
sword bearer, the grand oífícers and brethren 
foUowing in succession from the rear, so as to 
invert the order of procession. The grand mas- 
ter having arrive4 at his station, on a platform, 
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an ode is sung or music played (as previously 
arranged). The stone being prepared and the 
plate with the proper inscriptioiíy the upper part 
of the stone is raised, by an engine, the grand 
chaplain repeats a prayer. The inscription on 
the plate to be deposited in the stone will then 
be ready and the grand treasurer having, by 
the grand master's command, deposited on the 
plate various coins of the present reign, the 
cement is laid on the lower stone, and the upper 
one is let down slowly, solemn music playing. 
Being properly placed, the grand master de- 
scends to the stone, proves that it is properly 
adjnsted, by the plumb rule, levei, and square, 
*which are successively delivered to him, by the 
júnior grand warden, sénior grand warden, anel 
deputy grand master ; after which, the archítect 
or builder delivers to him the mallet, with which 
the grand master gives three knocks. The grand 
master then delivers to the architect or builder 
the several implements, for his use. The plan 
and clevation of the building are presented by 
the grand superintendant of the works, to the 
grand master, for his inspection, who, having 
approved them, delivers them to the architect, 
for his guidance. The grand master re-ascends 
the platform, music playing. An oration, suit- 
able to the occasion, is delivered. Some money 
for the workmen is placed on the stone, by the 
grand treasurer.

If the building be for a charitable institutíon, 
a voluntary subscríption is made, in aid of its 
funds. 

The procession then returns to the place from 
which it set out, and the lodge is closed. 

Of MASONIC FUNERALS. 

No mason can be interred with the formalities 
of the order, unless it be at his own special 
request, nor unless he has been advanced to the 
degree of a master mason. Whén the wish df 
the deceaséd shall have been communicated to the 
master of the lodge of which he died a member, 
the master may apply to the grand master or 
provincial grand master for a dispensation. 

A dispensation having been óbtained, the 
ínãster may invite other lòdges to áttend in form, 
but the whole ceremony, unless the grand master 
or his deputy, or the provincial grand master 
or his deputy, be present, must be under the 
direction of the master of the lodge to which 
the deceaséd belonged ; and he is accountable 
for the regularity and conduct of the whole pro- 
ceedings. 

The lodges rank accordiug to séniority, the 
júnior preceding, (except tlie lodge to which the 
deceaséd belonged, which in every case is to go 
the last,) and each lodge forms one division.
